DEFENCE MATTERS. 


During the past year, the state of efficiency of the Volunteer Corps 
has been fully maintained, and all parades, drills, &c., have been well 
attended. 


The plan of calling out the Corps for a training period of one 
month, adopted in 1884, was again followed out, and with the most 
satisfactory results. The roll of members showed a marked increase in 
all branches, and the number of “non-efficients” has never been so small. 


The class-firing, too, was of a more complete and comprehensive 
character than has yet been accomplished, but notwithstanding the 
changes introduced (referred to in the last Annual Report) it has been 
found that owing to the limited time allowed, further modifications are still 
required to admit of all Members passing through the necessary courses to 
the satisfaction of the Instructors. The alterations thought desirable 
have been decided upon, and will be introduced during the training in 
March next; they will no doubt in a great measure overcome the many 
difficulties the Corps has always had to contend against in the matter of 
Musketry Instruction. 


It having been resolved to hold the Annual Inspection on the 28th 
March, the following letter was addressed by the Council to the Major- 
General Commanding the Forces in Hongkong and Straits Settlements, 
and elicited the reply which follows after :—

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Uniforms.—New Uniforms have been supplied to 89 Members of 
the Corps, during the past year, making 683 in all since the commence- 
ment of the present system in 1880. 


Ammunition.—75,160 rounds of ball cartridge, inclusive of 25,000 
rounds for revolvers, have been purchased during the past year, and 
40,251 rounds have been expended. There are now in stock 80,105 
rounds, inclusive of 19,449 rounds revolver cartridges, and 14,060 
inferior cartridges ex. “Stadt Amsterdam.” 1,200 rounds of Gatling 
tartridges have been used, leaving 28,500 rounds in stock, of which 
9980 are considered inferior. Of Blank Ammunition 3,124 rounds have 
ben expended, leaving a stock of 42,596 rounds.

Comhanding in China and Straits Settlements has perused with great satisfaction, 
Majé Hamruroy’s report on his Inspection of the Shanghai Volunteers, by which 
it wdld appear that the utmost attention has been paid by you, and all concerned, 
to thi efficient training of the Corps. Major HAMILTON seems to have taken a 
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real interest in his duty, and to have made a more minute inspection than usual, 
the result being highly satisfactory in every respect. 

Very great credit is due to a Corps like yours, deprived in a measure of those 
stimulating influences, attributable to the popularity of the Volunteer Force at 
home—the crowds of spectators at parades, and the large amount of moral and 
material support bestowed upon the Force.

A Regiment in which every man is only an average good shot, and good drill, 
would easily defeat a regiment in which a certain proportion of men may be of 
the highest excellence, but the rest of indifferent value. 

The Major-General will be glad himself to inspect your Corps in the course 0 
this year, at any time you may name as convenient to you, should you be able D 
get the men together, 

He observes that you are in want of Martini-Henry Ball ammunition, aid 
thinks that if you apply to him he will be able to supply you, on payment, wth 
from 30,000 to 50,000 rounds,

CENSUS OF 1885. 


A Census of the foreigners and natives residing within the limits 
of the Settlements and on the outside roads was taken on the 30th June 
and gave the following results:

found that the increase includes 396 British subjects, 427 Japanese, and 
172 Portuguese, leaving only 481 of all other nations.

The native population shows the large increase of 17,853 since 
June 1880, but of these 1,908 reside in villages, buts and boats, which 
reduces the increase of permanent residents to 15,977.

When making up the Budget for this year, the Council for 1884 
provided the sum of Tls. 24,700 for continuing the lighting of the Settle- 
ment by electricity and gas for the whole year, but at the Annual 
Meeting the following amendment was proposed by Mr. How, seconded 
by Mr. Vourttemonr and carried by a majority of 150 to 126, which 
was virtually instructing the incoming Council to discontinue the lighting 
by electricity after the 30th June, when the agreement with the Electric 
Company expired: 

Resolution: —“ That the amount proposed to be appropriated for Lighting be 
reduced by five thousand taels, viz., from Tls, 24,700 to Ts. 19,700,” 


Before the close of the Meeting the following resolution was pro- 
posed by Mr. Lirrin, seconded by Mr. Warnewnricut, and lost, 124 
ratepayers having voted for it, and 128 against it: 

Resolution: —“ That the Council be instructed to continue for another year 


from Ist July next the present contract with the Shanghai Hlectric Company for 
sixty lamps, at a cost of fifteen thousand taels per annum,” 


The passing of the former, and rejection of the latter resolution 
made it quite evident that the majority of the ratepayers present at 
the meeting wished the Council to revert to the former system of 
having the whole of the Settlement lighted by gas, but before they 
could take any steps in the matter they were informed by the Secretary 
to the Shanghai Electric Company that his Directors proposed to send 
in, at an early date, a requisition calling a special meeting to reconsider 
the question of doing away with the electric lighting of the streets 
after the 30th June.

Before giving effect to the resolution passed by the ratepayers at 
the Special Meeting on 2nd April, the Council considered it necessary 
to ascertain from the Electric Company whether they could depend upon 
the lighting being carried on in a satisfactory manner, if the contract 
with them was renewed for another year, and annexed is the corre- 
spondence on the subject. 


Shanghai, 16th June 1885. 

Sin,—Referring to the resolution passed at the special meeting of ratepayers on 
the 2nd of April last, instructing the Council to continue for another year from and 
after the 30th June the contract at present existing with the Shanghai Electric 
Company, I am now directed to inform you that the Council are prepared to give 
effect to this resolution, but before entering into any definite arrangements they 
‘wish to know whether the Electric Company are in a position to carry out satisfac- 
torily all the clauses of the existing contract, which, I may remind you, were ina 
great measure disregarded in the past. 


With this view I am directed to ask you whether the Electric Company now 
have at their Central Station two steam engines and boilers in good working order 
and two complete sets of apparatus for producing light, including spare dynamos 
and armatures, so that one can be used in case of accident to the other. 

On the 17th July last the Council forwarded to you copy of a letter from their 


Electrician, calling attention to the following points in the construction of the 
Electric Company's lines :— 


1.—The Joints were quite untrustworthy ; they should be remoyed and replaced 
by soldered, twisted or bound joints. 
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2,—The Insulators were insufficient; they should be removed and replaced by 
Siemens’ iron-hooded insulators, and each pole should be provided with an iron 
guard to prevent the wires from falling into the streets, should an accident happen 
to the insulator, 

The Council wish to know whether these recommendations have been carried 
out; whether the Company have provided the necessary apparatus for taking tests 
as provided for in Clause 8 of the Agreement; and finally whether the Company 
can guarantee that the lamps provided by them will each give a light equal to 
2,000 standard candles. 

As you are no doubt quite aware, the lamps during the Jast week or two have 
been burning very badly, scarcely a night passing without the Police reporting that 
several had nearly gone out altogether, and that others were flickering; the Council 
therefore, wish you to understand that if the lighting continues in this unsatisfac- 
tory state, they will feel themselves compelled to cancel the contract, 

You will perhaps recollect that Mr. J, D, Bishop, in a letter to the Council 
dated 14th January, 1885, stated that to put the machinery of the Electric Company 
in thorough working order would require an outlay of from Taels 12,000 to 15,000 
and previous to the renewal of the contract now expiring, it will be necessary that 
the Council, in the public interest, should be satisfied, by report of one of their own 
officers, that the Electric Company's appliances are in such a condition as to ensure 
the due fulfilment, to the letter, of all the provisions of the Agreement,

S1z,—I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter 1°45 of 16th inst,, 
and to state that this Company is quite prepared to carry out satisfactorily the 
existing contract with the Council, which the ratepayers decided on 2nd April last 
should be renewed for another year, 


The Company has now in working order the spare engine and the spare dynamos 
and armatures to replace the machinery currently used, should a breakdown occur, 
I may point out that there has been no breakdown this year, except one of ten 
minutes’ duration, to one of the circuits, caused by an unusually heavy rain, 
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As regards Mr, Bishop's recommendations as to joints and insulators, I may 
point out that in the first place Mr, Bishop had no practical knowledge of electric 
lighting on a large scale, Our circuits have been put up under the direction of men 
practically familiar with the requirements of the Brush system, and educated 
specially in the head manufactory at Cleveland. The best proof that our joints are 
not untrustworthy, nor our insulators insufficient, is found in the fact that in three 
years there has not been a single accident from a fallen or broken electric light 
wire. The only accident has been from a Telephone wire breaking and falling 
across one of our wires, ~ 

We have had great difficulty in getting the testing apparatus mentioned in your 
letter, According to Mr, Preece, the Electrician of the General Post Office, London, 
there is no photometre in existence which will register the amount of light given by 
an are light burning inthe open, The testing instruments mentioned by Mr. Bishop 
are not used at allin Electric Light Stations in America; and though I have been 
in correspondence with Cleveland and London for full a year, I have not yet 
succeeded in getting particulars of reliable testing machines suitable for Brush 
are currents, 

We have been making every endeavour to find out the special cause of the 
inferiority of some of the lamps this month, and we hope that it will soon be rectified, 
The fault is not in the apparatus at the Station, but is probably due to the effect, 
on the lamps themselves of the sudden arrival of hot wet weather, 

With reference to Mr. Bishop's report to the Council that an outlay of 
Ts, 12,000 @ 15,000 was required on the part of this Company to put its machinery 
in thorough working order, I am directed to hand you herewith an estimate from 
the same gentleman to the Company in which he considered an expenditure of 
some Tis, 11,000 necessary to put the Company on a sound working basis, Of this 
work, the Company has put up the two spare 16-light dynamos, ete, and the spare 
100 h.-p. engine.

Shanghai, June 22nd, 1885. 

~ In accordance with letter addressed to the Secretary of the Shanghai Electric 

npany, dated 16th June, I have inspected the Company's premises in the Chapoo 
d and have to report as follows :— 
‘Two engines are now fixed up and in working order on the premises, one having” 
in use some time, doing the whole of the work required.

There is only one boiler fixed in the premises supplying the requisite head of 
+ at present not being used to full pressure; this is connected with the spare 


This boiler I believe is overhauled and cleaned every month, and at present is 

good working order. The old 36-H.P. engine is fixed in the Compound and 
ight be used temporarily for some of the lamps, but is not capable of doing the 
of the work required. 


e two dynamos in use for producing electricity are each capable of main- : 
40 lamps of 2,000 (nominal) standard candles with the engine at 600. 
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Two smaller dynamos for 16 lamps each are fixed and ready for immediate use 
In case of necessity should any repairs be necessary to the armatures, &c., of those 
in use—spare armatures being on the premises. 

With regard to the points referred to by the Council's Electrician: L—The old 
brass joints have been replaced by twisted and soldered joints. I1—The insulators 
are the same as were originally used and in cases where the lines ran at an angle to 
the poles on the near side, have been refixed on the off side, preventing to a great 
extent any chance of the insulators being drawn from the pole and minimising the 
danger thereby of falling, and doing away with the absolute necessity of providing 
iron guards, 

No apparatus is on the premises for testing the light given by each lamp. 

The defective lamps are brought into the workshop and repaired or readjusted ; 
in many cases the defects are caused by the weakness of the small spiral springs and 
may be occasioned by the climate, but many of the carbons are also defective. 

When I visited the works at night the engine and dynamos were working 
satisfactorily although some of the lights in the roads were bad,

another year from 30th June, but during part of the summer the lighting 
was not at all satisfactory, and the Council found it necessary to address 

- the Electric Company, calling their attention to the fact. During the 
last few months the lamps have been burning more steadily, and giving 
a better light.

Srr,—Referring to the letter addressed to you by order of the Council on the 
16th June, I am directed tocall your attention to the very unsatiefactory manner in 
which the Bund, Broadway and principal streets of the Settlement are now lighted 
by the Electric Company, and to hand you the inclosed extract from the police 
daily reports, from which you will learn that during the past week all the lamps 
have been burning very badly and on several occasions a large number were either 
not lighted at all or were out for the greater part of the night, whilst the others 


were reported as flickering. 
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In your letter of 18th June you informed the Council that if the existing con- 
tract with the Electric Company was renewed for another year in accordance with 
the resolution passed at the special meeting of ratepayers on the 2nd April, it 
would be carried out satisfactorily, but as the reverse has been the case since the 
Ist instant, the Council now desire me to give you notice that they cannot sign the 
new contract until they receive some assurance on which they can place reliance, 
that it will be carried out to the satisfaction of the ratepayers, In the meantime 
the Council will feel obliged by your informing them who are now the Directors of 
the Electric Company and which of them will sign the contract should it be decided 
to renew it.

Srr,—I have delayed answering your letter of 27th July until I could safely 
say that our lights were in good order again, as they now are. I explained ina 
private note to the Chairman of the Council that we had found it necessary, owing 
to the effect of the weather, to re-regulate ail the lamps, which has been a long 
business, and during which some of the lamps have been burning dimly, 

I must protest however against your statement that during the week ending 
27th July “all the lamps were burning very badly and on several occasions a large 
number were either not lighted at all or were out for the greater part of the night.” 

The Council has 61 lamps burning every night; say for one week 427 lamps; 
burning during the week in question 8 hours each, say 3,416 hours,

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Out of this 260 hours, 226 hours of failure (on 21st July) were due to an 
unavoidable accident by which one circuit was unlighted during the greater part of 
the night, though as a matter of fact, none of the lamps were out all night. This 
accident it is impossible to explain in a public letter, but I may mention that it was 
the first time there has been anything approaching to a breakdown this year. 

During the six months ending 30th June we have lighted for the Council 11,041 
lamps. The total number of lamps that have been reported out for more than half 
an hour during six months is 135. Presuming that these lamps have been out on 
the average two hours each, a high average, the total failure of light for the six 
months has been less than one quarter of one per cent. 

The Company has all the necessary mechanical resources and expert knowledge 
for carrying out the renewed contract satisfactorily, but unfortunately there is 
always trouble with the lamps in July, when the matter comes up for discussion, 
and the lamps always recover their popularity when the weather improves, All 
electric work here suffers in the summer weather, 

As there is no alteration in the terms of the contract, it will not be necessary to 
do anything more than to endorse on the existing one, that it is renewed for 
another year,

to one of the wires being disconnected at No, 2 lamp on the Canton Road, The 
circuit was tested at 6 p.m. as usual and was then all right, and the wire in question 
must have come out between 6 and 6.30 p.m.; we have not yet been able to discover 
the cause, 

The locality of the accident was found, the connection repaired, and the circuit 
in good order again by 9.25 p.m, at which time the whole of the lamps were lighted.

The termination of hostilities between France and China in May 
last has not caused much revival in trade amongst the native residents 
in the Settlement, so that the license fees collected during the year, 
although about Tis. 5,500 in excess of the Budget estimates, are not 
much over the reduced amounts received last year. 


At the annual meeting of ratepayers, the Council were authorized 
to impose a new tax, in the form of a license fee of from $1 to $6 per . 
month to be paid by all tea-shops, which it was estimated would bring 
in about Tls. 200 per month, or Tis. 2,000 for the 10 months from 
1st March to 31st December, whilst the amount actually received has 
been about Ts. 2,500. 


The total amount of license fees collected last year was Tls. 77,300 
whilst this year they amount to Tls. 81,700, being an increase of 
Tis. 4,400, but if from this amount is deducted the Ts. 2,500 received 
from the new tax on tea-shops, the net increase over last year is 
reduced to Ts. 2,000. 


Opium-Shops.—There has been a slight increase in the number of 
shops, the monthly average having been 750 against 730 last year, but 
there has been no increase in their business, as the fees collected only 
amount to Tis. 24,655 against Ts. 24,300 last year, and Tls. 28,000 
in 1883. 


Pawn-Shops.—The large shops which were closed in 1884 haye not 
yet been re-opened, but during the last half of this year there was an 
increase in the number of small establishments, the following being the 
number of licenses issued each quarter :—

The amount of business done by them however has been on a 
reduced scale, the fees only amounting to Tis. 2,662 against Tls. 2,785 
last year.

a In October last the managers of two of the large pawn- 
ba notices, stating that they were prepared to lend money at a lo ‘ 
rate of interest than is usually charged by shops of the same class, 
and this seems to have annoyed the other keepers of pawn-shops, as at 
eir instigation the men were arrested and sent into the city, where 
they were told they would be detained until they came to terms with 
the owners of the other pawn-shops. 


The Council brought the case of these men to the notice of the 
Senior Consul, and soon afterwards they were released on bail by the 
native authorities, when the dispute seems to have been amicably settled. 


The following is the correspondence on the subject :—

S1r,—We beg to inform you that on the night of the 20th instant, our tenan 

Kiang Kwun-yoh iL EB #, the manager of the Fu-ju ik au, Pawnshop hong, 

was invited to attend at the Mixed Court and has not since been allowed to 
be released, 


The reason of this proceeding appears to be that the hong issued a notice 
stating that for one month interest would be charged at a reduced rate. The 
object of this step was doubtless to attract business, and it seems to have aroused 
the displeasure of other Pawnshops, as four of them petitioned the City Magistrate 
on the subject and obtained an order from him directing the Magistrate of the 
Mixed Court to arrest our tenant as well as_the occupier of another Pawnshop, 
who has followed the same course, 


We believe this proceeding to be quite irregular and unauthorised, and we 
shall feel much obliged if you will have the matter investigated ‘on behalf of the 
prisoners with the view to their release from custody, if necessary, on bail.

F < S1n,—I have the honour to inform you that a short time since a tenant of M 
Iveson & Co,, named Kiang Kwan, Manager of the Fu-ju Pawnshop, $24, Nanking 
road, advertised that after the first of this month, he would make advances at a 
lower rate of interest than is usually charged by other pawnshops of the same size, 

This proceeding seems to have roused the indignation of other pawnshop- 
keepers, and some five days since the Managers of four large pawnshops petitioned 
the City Magistrate and obtained from him an order directing the Mixed Court 

Magistrate to arrest Kiang Kwan and the Manager of the Vai Loong Pawnshop, 

374, Hankow road, who was also charging a low rate of interest. 

On the night of the 20th they were asked by a runner to attend at the Mixed . 

Court, as the Magistrate wished to see them, which they did; the Magistrate then 
ordered them to be locked up, and informed them that if they could not arrange 
natters with the other pawnshop-keepers, they would be sent into the city, 
I have to call your attention to the fact that these men are not chatged with 
ing committed any offence, that no warrant was issued for their arrest, and 
they are detained in custody simply because they offer to lend money at a 
lower rate of interest than it has been customary to charge. Nothing can justify 
such proceedings on the part of the native authorities and it is most essential for 
the welfare of the Settlement that very decided measures should be taken in order 
to prevent further interference with the rights of the native residents. I have 
therefore to request that you will address the Magistrate regarding these men and 
order him to have them released at once.

Tea-Shops.—The new tax authorized by the ratepayers at the 
annual meeting, which came into operation on Ist March, caused a 
d deal of dissatisfaction amongst the keepers of tea-shops, a great 
; of them refusing to pay it, and when they were taken to the 
lixed Court, the Magistrate declined to insist upon their paying, 

ugh strongly urged to do so by the Foreign Assessors. 
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The Council then addressed the Senior Consul, requesting him 
to use his influence with the native authorities in order to have the 
payment of the tax enforced; and the Consular Body appointed 
Mr. Haas, the Consul for Austro-Hungary, to confer with the Mixed 
Court Magistrate, and arrange with him for the collection of the tax. 


Through his kind assistance it was arranged that the tea-shops 
should pay a tax, but that instead of the rate being from $1 to $6 per 
month for each shop, as passed by the ratepayers, there should be a 
charge of 10 cents per month for each table, so that the tax should be 
in proportion to the amount of business done in each establishment, and 
further, that shops having not more than two tables, as well as those 
for the sale of hot water, should be exempted. 


The tax has been collected from about 260 shops each month, of 
which 123 have paid from $1 up to 86 each per month, and the other 
137 have paid under $1 each per month. The total amount collected 
for the 10 months is Tls, 2,480. 


Annexed is the proclamation issued by the Mixed Court Magistrate, 
ordering the tea-house-keepers to pay the tax. 


Translation of a Proclamation. 


Huane, Acting Magistrate of the Mixed Court, etc., issues the 
following notification: 


The Municipal Council of these Settlements have, in consideration 
of the deficit in their finances, introduced amongst other measures, also 
a monthly tax upon tea-houses. This tax being an innovation, conse- 
quently difficulties arose about its introduction. As some of the tea 
and hot-water houses (Saou 7'saou, literally, brick-stones) are established 
on very small means, it is difficult to levy from them all any money. 
The owners of these establishments have a short time since presented a 
petition, asking for the abolition of this tax. Thereupon I wrote to 
the German Consul-General that the subject of this petition be taken 
‘nto consideration. 


a 
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Consul Haas has consulted with me, and we agreed that a tax 
already levied on the large and small tea-houses be approved, and that 
the owners of such tea-houses which have hitherto failed to pay this 
tax, shall be summoned before the Mixed Court, and that they be 
personally informed of the nature of the tax. 


Consul Haas and myself moreover examined at this Court the 
different owners (of the tea-houses) and thereupon we allotted according 
to the size of the tea establishments a fair amount, which each of them 
should pay as a tax. This award agrees more or less with the schedule 
drawn up (by the tax collector of the Municipal Council). The tea- : 
houses will have to pay for the first and second month the tax as stated 
on the last-mentioned schedule, which is made according to the number 
of tables in each establishment. 


Any reduction hereafter in the number of tables must be reported 
by the owner to the Council. From the commencement of the third 
month the tea-houses will have to pay a tax according to the number of 
tables, viz.: Ten (10) cents per month for each table. 


Hot-water houses are exempted from paying a tax if there are not 
more than two tables, but for every additional table, ten (10) cents per 
month will have to be paid. This regulation is very clear, and just for 
large as well as for small tea honses. 


This proclamation is now issued that the Tipaous may inform thereof 
all the tea-houses, large and small, and the hot-water houses. - 


The owners of such establishments have in the interest of public 
peace, and of the welfare of the trade, to act accordingly. No new 
reason shall be alleged for raising more difficulties. 


It has come to my knowledge that the price for a cup of tea has 
been increased by one cash, which is to be paid by the customer. This 
measure shall not give fresh troubles (by the owners of the tea-houses). 
Anyone disobeying or creating disturbance will be arrested and punished.

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Jin-rik-shas.—There has been a considerable increase in the number 
of licenses issued during the last two or three months, and for the whole 
year the average has been about 2,100 per month against 2,000 last 
year. The fees collected amount to Tls. 27,600 against Tls. 26,110 
last year, but this increase is partly owing to the high rate of 
exchange for dollars which has ruled during the greater part of the year. 

Carriages.—There is again a decrease in the number of carriages 
plying for hire, the average number of licenses issued each month 
having been only 132 against 138 last year; the fees however amount to 
Tis. 5,266 against Tls. 5,350 last year, owing to the favorable rate of 
exchange for dollars. 

The ponies at the native livery-stables have been free from disease 
during the year, but many have always been found in poor condition. 

In order to prevent those ponies from being worked which are in 
an unfit state, the owners were summoned before the Mixed Court when 
found doing so; on two occasions they were fined, but on the third the 
Magistrate intimated that in future he would not fine the owners or 
inflict any punishment on them, as he did not consider this an offence. 


Wheelbarrows.—For the first six months of this year there was a 
considerable decrease in the number licensed compared with last year, 
but during the last three months they have increased very much, and 
for the whole year the number of licenses issued has been fully up to 
the usual average of 1,750 per month. The fees amount to Tls. 5,020 
against Tls. 5,030 last year. 

Native Water-Carts.—Have decreased considerably in number, the 
fees collected only amounting to Tls. 720 against Tls. 780 last year. 

Cargo-Boats.—The number plying for hire continues much the 
same as last year, and the license fees amount to Tls. 5,600 against 
Ts. 5,500 collected last year. 

Foreign and Native Liquor-Sellers.—There has been no increase in 
the number of licenses issued during the year, and the fees amount to 
much the same as last year.

I.—Forez1ex. 


With reference to the dissatisfaction which has existed among the 
Foreign Members of the Force, I made certain enquiries and had the 
honor to submit the result to the Council in my letter of the 7th May. 
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The principal cause of dissatisfaction seemed to be the pay, but I think 
if the scheme of commuting the pension is passed by the ratepayers this 
will to some extent be overcome. It may not be out of place to 
mention, that since the men.who were engaged in England came out, 
the sterling value of a dollar has dropped from about 3/8 to 3/3, or about 
ten percent. As many of the men have relations at home to whom 
they send a portion of their pay, the loss on exchange is of material 
importance. 

A. police school was opened on the 11th instant, for the purpose of 
affording the Foreign Members of the Force, wishing to take advantage 
of it, an opportunity of improving themselves. The Rey. Mr. Smirx 
has most kindly undertaken the charge of the school, and holds a class on 
three afternoons a week. 


IL—Sixu. 


During the year the Indian portion of the Force has been increased 
from 1 Sergeant and 15 Constables to 1 Jemadah, 4 Sergeants and 
45 Constables. On the 7th July the Indian Sergeant left for Lahore 
with instructions to obtain twenty selected men. ‘These men arrived on 
the 12th of November. Before leaving Lahore they were examined by the 
Civil Surgeon, and on arrival here were again examined and passed by 
Dr. Henxpersoy, the Police Surgeon. A few only of them were trained 
men, the rest were agricultural labourers. They are gradually learning 
their drill and duties, in which they take a great interest. They also 
attend school, where they are learning English. Several of them speak 
Cantonese, and all are picking up the Shanghai dialect, and I feel sure 
that when they have learned a little English and thoroughly mastered 
their drill and duties, they will prove a great acquisition to the Force, 
and should any trouble unfortunately arise, they may be relied on to 
give a good account of themselves. 


II1.—Native. 


I have to report an improvement since last year in the way in 
which the native members of the Force are performing their duties. 
Several men have received rewards for arresting burglars on their beats 
(between 11 p.m. and 6 a.m.) either in the act of breaking into the 
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honse or in trying to get away with the stolen articles. This branch of 
the service will not however be under proper control until such time as 
they are provided with suitable barrack accommodation, as suggested in 
my annual report of last year. 


IV.—Sratioys. 


I would beg to urge upon the Council the necessity of building a 
new station in the Louza District. The present station is in a very 
tumble-down condition beside being very inconveniently situated. The 
Police Surgeon will be able to give his opinion as to its sanitary 
condition. 


V.—Monicrrat Gaors. 


As stated in my report of last year, these gaols are not adapted for 
long-sentence prisoners. Should an epidemic break out among the prisoners 
there is no knowing where it may end; still, as compared with the dens 
in which prisoners are confined at the Mixed Court and in the City, the 
Municipal Gaols are palaces. 

The greatest number of prisoners confined in the Municipal Gaol 
at one time was 118 on the 14th February, and the average weekly 
number confined was 78°36. 


VI.—Crime. 


I have to report an absence of serious crime in the Settlement, 

A jin-tik-sha coolie was stabbed by some person supposed to be a 

foreigner on the morning of the 20th April in the Kinkiang Road. 

_ ‘The jin-rik-sha coolie died. The foreigner who was supposed to have 

stabbed him made his escape. An inquest was held on the body by the 

Chi-hien, who stated that the coolie had been sick for some time and 
that the wound had hastened his death. 

One man ran amok in the Louza district on the 9th August and 
succeeded in wounding two persons. One of these was at once sent to the 
Shantung Road Hospital, where he recovered; the friends of the other 
man refused to allow him to be taken to the Hospital; he died the same 
“night. The prisoner was arrested on the spot by the Police. He was 
taken before the Mixed Court the next day and turned out to be insane. 
He was sent to the City. 
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The total value of property reported stolen at the three stations is 

$52,423.34. From this amount should be deducted reports of a doubtful 

é isi nature, where the stolen property amounted to $1,386.49, and reports of 

property stolen outsile the limits of the Settlements, amounting to 

$21,141.81, leaving the total amount stolen in the Settlements at 

$35,610.69. The total value of the property recovered amounts to 
$18,146.33. j 


VII.—Streer Hawkers anv Lopoina-Hovses. 


I would beg to suggest for the consideration of the Council the 
advisability of licensing street hawkers and common lodging-houses. 
Many of the lodging-honses are the resort of all the thieves in the 
Settlement, and I am of opinion if they were licensed and by that means 
brought under Police supervision, as is done in the large towns in 
England, the detection of crime would be greatly facilitated. 

During the year the Canton Road was cleared of hawkers. These 
men, who had their stalls in the vicinity of the theatres, were a great 
obstruction to the traffic, which is considerable in this locality, especially 
at night. The hawkers canse a great litter in the streets, which must 
give the Scavenging Contractor much extra work, and for which they 
pay nothing in the way of taxes.

_neighbourhood consequent upon the unsettled political relations between 
France and China, it was considered necessary to afford some protection 
to the residents outside the limits of the Settlement, and for this purpose 
some 16 Sikh constables were engaged, to be employed in policing the 
Bubbling Well and other roads. 


Towards the end of the year, the country having become quieter, it © 
_ was decided that the Sikh constables might be withdrawn, and in making 

_ up the budget for this year, no provision was included in it for continuing 
the policing of the outside roads. 


At the annual meeting of ratepayers, however, the following reso- 
lution was proposed by Mr. W. 8. Werore, seconded by Mr. Fearon, 
and carried unanimously, and the policing of the Bubbling Well Road 
has consequently been continued, the specified amount having been 
subscribed by the residents on it: 


Resolution: —“ Resolved that the Municipal Council be and hereby is in- 
structed to continue to occupy the Police Station now in use on the Carter Road, 
and to furnish such a force for policing the Bubbling Well Road and adjacent roads 
as circumstances may render necessary, on the understanding that at least Tis, 1,800 
per annum of the cost of maintaining such force shall be provided by private

Nuisance Brancu. 


The Inspector reports that as usual the roads and alleyways in the 
Foreign Settlements have been swept and cleaned twice daily through- 
out the year, but the dirty state of the streets mentioned in last year’s 
report still continues, as no attention is paid to the regulation prohibiting 
the throwing out of garbage on the roads after 9 a.m. 

The number of cart-loads of garbage collected from the streets in 
the Settlements during the year has been—

being an increase of only 755 cart-loads; and in addition to the above, 
8,528 cart-loads of mud and sand have been collected from the side- 
channels and streets. 

The street-sinks have been cleaned out once every three weeks, and 
the deposit collected has been conveyed in covered carts to boats for 
transport into the country. 

The new market has been swept and cleaned daily, and then 
thoroughly washed down with water from the hydrants placed near it, 
but as it is only chip-paved the drippings from fish and other offensive 
matter percolate into the earth between the stones, which in warm 
weather will probably cause an unpleasant smell, and be a nuisance to 
those passing the neighbourhood. The Inspector recommends that the 
chip-paving should be taken up and replaced by slabs of Soochow granite 
set in cement; but this would be very expensive, the Surveyor 
estimating the cost at about Tls. 3,000 to Tls. 4,000. 

The roads have been watered on 255 days during the year. Part of — 
the Bubbling Well road is still watered by coolies with tubs, which is 
very inconvenient, but this can only be remedied by the Waterworks 
Company extending their main as far as the Well, so as to enable the 
water-carts to be filled from a hydrant placed there. 

A main in the Seward road is also much wanted, as at present the 
water required for this road has to be carted from the Broadway, and 
in the event of a fire taking place in this neighbourhood, which is now 
being built over, there would be great area in getting a supply of 
water for the engines. 

For the convenience of filling the water-carts required for the 
Bund, it is very desirable that four hydrants should be placed along the 
side-walk on the east side of the Bund, where there are no houses. 

The contractor for the removal of night-soil, &c., has performed his 
work very satisfactorily during the year.

to the public health; the Council, therefore, are unable to take any further steps 
in order to abate the nuisance about which the residents in Whampoo road 
complain. 


Enclosed is copy of the Health Officer's report, and as he states in it that the 
smell from the salted fish stored in godown No. 3 is offensive, and would constitute 
@ nuisance injurious to the public health if stored in quantity, the Council will 
write to the Agent of the Mitsu Bishi Company and request him in future to avoid 
storing this description of cargo in the godowns,

I would venture to suggest that the residents in Whampoo road should address 
the Japanese Consul-General and request him to take any steps in his power in 
order to have the nuisance abated about which they complain,

That which constitutes the nuisance (in addition to the noise and shouting in 
the neighbouring streets) is the incessant accompaniment, apparently to all the 
- Pieces, of a discordant clash, in which cymbals, gongs, drums, etc,, are combined, 
» ‘The noise is so great that, especially at this time of the year, when our windows 
_ are of necessity open, not merely study but even conversation is rendered nearly 
_ impossible at times. and sleep is well-nigh forbidden, whilst in the event of serious 
‘illness, the noise might be positively fatal. 

_ After very many years in the heart of the great Chinese cities of Ningpo and 
‘Hangchow, I can recall nothing to compare with this nightly annoyance, 
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I venture therefore (with the utmost deference to the wide experience and 
knowledge possessed by the Council, and with full confidence in their willingness 
to afford such relief as is really practicable)—to request (1) that the hours of the 
nightly performances at the theatres be strictly limited ; and (2) that the proprie- 
tors be directed largely to modify the deafening accompaniments to which Ihave 
alluded,

Srreet Hawkers. 


The attention ofits ‘ouncil having been directed to the obstruction 
of traffic, caused by the stalls, placed by hawkers, in some of the main 
streets in the Settlement, instructions were given to the Police to have 
them gradually cleared away. 


In June last notice was given to the hawkers in Canton Road, to 
clear away their stalls, and as no attention was paid to this, the Police 
proceeded in August to remove the stalls. 


The hawkers then petitioned the Mixed Court Magistrate, begging 
that they might be allowed to carry on their business as formerly, and 
the Magistrate wrote to the Senior Constl, asking him to order the 
Police not to interfere with the hawkers, stating that in his opinion the 
Council were acting rather hardly and unfairly to the men, who had for 
many years paid all the taxes demanded from them. 


Annexed is the correspondence with the Senior Consul on the sub- 
ject, from which it will be seen that the Council adhered to their decision 
to have the stalls cleared away, and to this no further objection was made 
by the owners.

§1n,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 19th instant, 
enclosing translation of a dispatch addressed to you by the Mixed Court Magistrate 
referring to a petition which he had received from the street hawkera who used to 
carry on their business in the Canton Road, complaining that the Police have sud- 
denly ordered them to remove their stalls from this road whereby they are likely 
to be great losers as they are too poor to rent shops and they are unable to collect 
all at once the amounts due to them by their customers, to whom they were obliged 
to give credit, 


Tn reply I beg to say that the attention of the Council has been frequently 
called to the crowded state of some of the streets in the Settlement, and the serious 
obstruction to traffic caused by the hawkers who occupy the greater part of the 
roadway with their stalls, They therefore decided to instruct the Police to take 
steps for having the stalls gradually cleared away. 

The Captain-Superintendent of Police reports that the stalls in the Canton 
Road were a serious obstruction to the traffic and that in accordance with his 
instructions he had ordered them to be removed, but the owners were treated with 
the greatest consideration, two months’ notice having been given to them before 
any steps were taken to clear away the stalls, so that there cannot be much truth 
in their statement that no time was given them to collect the amounts due to them 
by their customers, 
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As to the statement of the petitioners that the Council, after collecting taxes 
from them, are treating them {very badly in making them remove their stalls, I 
may remark that the street hawkers in this Settlement have never been called 
upon to pay any taxes or license fees whatever, although those in the French 
Concession have to do so, 
The Council trust that these explanations will be satisfactory to you, and that 


you will inform the Magistrate that they cannot allow the traffic along the streets 
to be obstructed by hawkers’ stalls being placed in the roadways,

In July last the Trustees of the General Hospital applied to the 
Council for permission to post on the Garden and Szechuen road 
bridges, a proclamation in Chinese requesting those in charge of 
steam-launches to refrain from sounding their steam-whistles whilst in 
the neighbourhood of the hospital, as the noise might be injurious to 
the patients there. 

The Council granted the permission asked for, and addressed the 
following letter to the various owners of steamers of all descriptions :

Council Room, 
Shanghai, 3rd August 1885. 

GENTLEMEN,—The attention of the Municipal Council has been directed to the 
increasing public nuisance caused by the blowing of steam whistles in the Harbour, 
Whilst fully recognizing that steam whistling is indispensable at times, there is no- 
doubt that the practice is indulged in frequently with altogether inadequate objects, 
and very often asa signal to people on shore and not for the purpose of warning 
from danger or for the avoidance of accident.

At this season, when the windows are open, the screeching of whistles day and 
night is intolerable, and complaints have been addressed to the Council by the 
hospital authorities with the request that steps may be taken to have the nuisance 
abated, as far as may be possible, as being dangerous to patients. 


The Council have thought that the most effectual means of checking this 
serious nuisance will be to invite the good offices of owners of launches and steamers, 
and I beg therefore to ask you to be so good as to give imperative instructions to 
those on board vessels on no account to use the steam whistle wantonly.

Complaints having been made of the danger and annoyance caused 
to persons walking on this road, by the number of buffaloes which are 
continually drawn along it, and:which are not secured in any way, 
instructions were given to the Police to see that in future all buffaloes 
are properly secured, and led by a halter, while in the public roads. 


Fortovs Drivixe. 


The police haye been instructed to see that the regulation prohibi- 
ting furious driving is strictly enforced, more particularly on the Bubbling 
Well Road, where the number of native carriages is a constant source 
of danger to pedestrians; and the keepers of livery-stables have been 
warned that if any of their mafoos are arrested for furious driving, their 
licences will be taken away, and no others issued to them. 
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Carniace-Tury, Busstine Wet Roan, 


Attention is directed to the obstruction to traffic at the Bubbling 
Well Turn owing to the carriages which assemble there being allowed 
to draw up whenever they please, and it is decided to instruct the con- 
stables patrolling that road that all carriages must draw up on the west 
side of the road. 


Larrivgs. 


The Inspector reports that he has taken a great deal of trouble in 
order to have some improvement made in the native latrines, of which 
there are 15 in the two Settlements, but that he has found great 
difficulty in getting anything done to them, as the Mixed Court 
Magistrate is not inclined to assist the Council by insisting upon the 
necessary alterations being made. 


In August last the Health Officer reported that a latrine in 
Hongkew was a nuisance and injurious to the health of those living 
in its neighbourhood, and recommended that it should be pulled down 
and reconstructed, and that the low, swampy land about it, which belongs 
to the owner of the latrine and is all built over, should be properly 
drained. 


As the owner refused to do anything he was summoned before the 
Mixed Court, when the Magistrate, after considerable hesitation, ordered 
him to have the latrine filled in with earth, and all the property properly 
drained, ete., before the end of the Chinese month, say 8th September. 


Nothing having been done by the owner, he was again summoned 
before the Court on the Ist October, when Mr. Emens, who was sitting 
as Assessor, fully explained to the Magistrate the state of the case, 
and did everything in his power to induce him to insist upon his 
previous orders being carried out, but without success. Mr. Emzns 
however did not allow the matter to be forgotten altogether, and at 
his suggestion the Magistrate met Mr. Howss at the place on the 
24th December, and made a thorough inspection of the latrine and the 
surrounding property.

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The result of the inspection was that the Magistrate declared that 
everything was quite satisfactory, and told Mr. Howes, through an 
interpreter, that the latrine is built in the usual Chinese style; that it is 
situated upon private land; that it is not near any foreigg house, so as 
to be a nuisance to foreigners ; that it.is owned by Chinese and used 
exclusively by them; and that it is so carefully enclosed that there 
can be no offensive smell from it: he therefore could not insist upon 
its removal. t 


On his being shown that the overflow from the latrine had saturated 7 


all the ground about it, and formed small stagnant pools under the 
floors of the houses; and being told that the Health Officer considered 
it a nuisance, injurious to the health of the occupants of the houses, he 
replied that in his opinion this was a question which ought to be left to 
the landlord and his tenants to settle between them; that as the latrine 
is not on a public road, the Council have no right to interfere with it, 
and that the proper business of a doctor is to cure sick people, and not 
to interfere with their latrines. 

The Inspector, however, is still taking steps to have the nuisance 
abated ; and Mr. Emeys has kindly undertaken to direct the attention of 
the Mixed Court Magistrate to it again, and:to endeavor to get him to 
insist upon the owner of the latrine having it removed or reconstructed, 
and the ground about it properly drained in accordance with the order 
given to him in September last. 


Marker Branou. 


The Inspector reports that during the past year the markets and 
butchers’ shops which supply foreigners, have been visited every day, and 
always found well supplied with good and wholesome articles of food, 

The slaughter-houses and the cattle kept in the sheds at Pah-sien- 
jaoh have been inspected daily, and the grease-shops twice daily, at 
7 to 8 a.m, and 4 to 5 p.m. 

The meat rejected at the slaughter-houses as unfit for consumption 
has only been 220 lbs. beef and 270 lbs. mutton, but 7 oxen which were 


. brought to be slaughtered have also been rejected. 
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The number of animals killed to supply the foreign markets 
has been—

Of the number of animals which have passed through the grease- 
shops for native use, 14 oxen and 10 water-buffaloes were sick, and 10 oxen, 
12 water-buffaloes and 70 sheep were dead when brought to these 
establishments. No epidemic disease of any kind has appeared during 
the year amongst the cattle which are kept to supply the markets 
with beef. 


The native dairies situated within the prescribed limits have been 
visited three times every week, so that it is scarcely possible for any 
sickness amongst the cattle in them to have escaped notice. 


The only case of sickness was in September last, in a small dairy 
where 1 cow and 6 heifers or calves were kept; the cow and 1 calf 
died from disease, and 2 calves were sent to the grease-shops to 
be killed. 


There are several small dairies kept by foreigners which are not 
inspected, and these may have lost some of their stock. In September 
last some kind of disease broke out amongst the cattle at The Farm, but 
only 1 cow died, and 2 cows and 7 calves were slaughtered, making 
the loss 10 in all.

(*) Six months spent continuously in Shanghai are taken to constitute resi- 
dence in this as in former reports. In making up these returns the separation of 
Residents from Non-Residents is always attended with some difficulty, and the 


results are I believe seldom absolutely correct, 
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Amongst adults the deaths of 72 men and 11 women were regis- 
tered, while of infants and young children who died during the year 7 
were males and 18 females. Nationality was registered in 96 cases, the 
distribution being as follows:— British 41, American 13, Portuguese 8, 
French 7, German 6, Manilamen 6, Norwegian 3, Spanish 3, Swedish 2, 
Russian 2, Austrian 1, Dutch 1, Danish 1, Greek 1, Indian 1.

Thirty-six cases of Cholera were treated in the General 
Hospital during the months of August, September, October, and 
November, viz:—in August 10 cases, September 10 cases, October 14 
eases, November 2 cases; of these twenty-three were fatal. The native 
death returns for the Settlement North of the Yang-king-pang, obtained 
through the Te-pows of the various districts, shew a total of 522 death 
from Cholera (Fa-sha) during the year, but these figures are of course 
only approximately correct. As will be seen in Table B, where these 
returns are arranged for easy reference, by far the greatest number of 
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the deaths occurred during the months of August and September, when 
nearly a half of the total deaths from all causes was returned as due to 
Cholera, the average death-rate being then more than doubled: —

There can be no question as to the epidemic prevalence of 
Cholera among the Chinese in Shanghai and the surrounding district 
during two or three months of last year. The mortality, judging from 
the reports which reached me from various sources, must have been con- 
siderable during the height of the epidemic. In September 17 deaths 
from Cholera were reported to have occurred in the Louzah Police district 
alone in twenty-four hours; the Louzah district is that portion of the 
English Settlement which lies between the Honan and Shantung Roads 
and Defence Creek. In the Ningpo Joss-House a total of 800 bodies 
were received in 1884, while last year, during the months of August and 
September alone, 616 were received. There were eighteen deaths from 
Cholera in the Shantung Road Hospital for Chinese, and forty-six 
patients were admitted presumably suffering from the disease, 


The following sanitary notice was published by order of the Council 
in August, and, besides appearing in the daily newspapers, was circulated 
extensively by the sanitary officers :— 
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SANITARY NOTIOE. 


As is usual at this season,of the year, cholera is reported prevalent amongst the 
Chinese, The Council deem it advisable at this time to call the attention of the 
residents to certain precautions, which, if thoroughly attended to, render the occurs 
rence of disease in an epidemic form almost impossible, and likewise contribute 
largely to the prevention of sporadic cases. The same precautions are of avail 
against other diseases than cholera, such as dysentery, diarrhea and typhoid fever, « 
and are of course known to many people; but it is hoped that by drawing special 
attention to them now, when increased risks call for their more stringent exercise 
more may be done towards removing some of those conditions without which these 
Scqurges cannot thrive, These precautions can only be attended to by individuals 
themselves, and without such attention to them, public sanitation is indeed of little 
value, 


Residents are invited to co-operate as much as posssible with the Council in 
the removal of nuisances of all kinds, by giving early intimation to the Secretary of 
such nuisances as may come under their notice, 


The Council recommend that water be not stored, especially in hot weather, 
but drawn freshly, as required, from the Water Company's taps. When this is not 
done, all care should be taken to prevent the contamination of stored water, by 
keeping ‘it as short a time as possible in the storage vessels, by forbidding the 
dipping of dirty utensils into these, providing against droppings from roofs, over- 
hanging meat, vegetables, ete, 


A supply of water used for drinking purposes should be boiled and filtered 
daily, 

All vegetables should be subjected to careful and prolonged washing, with 
running water when that is possible, as at taps, 


All milk not known to be under careful supervision, and more particularly 
that obtained from Chinese sources, should be boiled. 


All back premises should be inspected daily to prevent accumulations of decay- 
ing vegetable and other matters, 

Servants’ waterclosets are a source of considerable and often ‘unsuspected 
danger, Earthenware are better than wooden or even iron utensils, as they can be 
more easily and thoroughly cleansed. The closets ought to be inspected ‘daily 
during the hot weather at least, 

Drains ought to be well flushed daily, an easy matter with our good water 
supply, # 


All stomachic and intestinal ailments call for early attention at this season, 
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The Council will be glad to furnish any one with printed detailed directions for 
disinfection, in the event of cholera appearing in any household, and also to supply 
the necessary disinfecting material to those who cannot afford to pay for it. 


Directions for Disinfection in Cholera and other Infectious Diseases. 


The following methods of disinfection are recommended asa result of the 
International Sanitary Conference at Rome, 1885 :— 


P Two solutions are to be used containing either Carbolic acid or Chloride of 
lime, 
“ (a) The Weak Solution.

(1) For personal disinfection by washing with one of the weak solutions, 

(2) For disinfection of linen, clothes, bedding, &c, (if not sent to the General 
Hospital for disinfection or destroyed), 

(a) by boiling for 30 minutes, or 

(0) by immersion for 24 hours in one of the weak solutions, or 

(c) by being subjected to steam at 100 c. for an hour. 

(3) Recently soiled linen clothing and bedding are to be immersed for hours in 
one of the strong solutions. 

(4) For all vomited and fmcal evacuation, the strong solutions, equal in 
amount to the matter to be disinfected, are to be used, 

(5) The floor, walls, beds, furniture, etc. are to be washed at least twice with 
one of the weak solutions. The rooms to be well ventilated, 


For the Disinfection of Ships, 

The deck or class where the case or suspected case occurred, and the walls of 
the cabin or bunk, are to be washed at least twice with one of the weak solutions, 
and then thoroughly ventilated, while the waterclosets are to be washed at least 
twice daily with one of the strong solutions. If the drinking-water be suspected it 
must be boiled before being used, and if it has stood 24 hours after the first boiling 
it must be reboiled, 
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The following table gives the deaths registered in the foreign com- 
munity from cholera during the past eleven years :-- 


Drs. Mactzop and Mitzes are at present engaged in drawing up 

for publication in the home medical papers a report of an investigation 
into the causation of Asiatic Cholera, and they have kindly furnished 
me with some of the results. of their work. The investigation was 
entered into for the purpose of testing Dr. Koon’s results; and his 
methods, so far as they haye been made known, were employed by them. 
27 cases of Asiatic Cholera, 7 cases of Diarrhwa, 2 cases of Dysentery, 
and 4 specimens of healthy saliva, furnished the material, and the 
following are some of the results :— 


1.—Kocn’s comma bacillus, distinguished by, 


(a) shape and size as seen in specimens of the stools 
under the microscope, 

(6) vital characteristics furnished by growth in pure 
cultivations,

wwas found in 25 out of 27 cases of cholera. In 2 cases it was not 
found, but in these the stools were not collected during the stage 
of collapse and were not characteristic, being foetid and focal. (The 
bacilli found in the rice-water stools of a given case are frequently 
absent from the later non-characteristic stools of the same case.) 


2.—Microscopic examination of the stools of 7 cases of diarrhea 
and 2 cases of dysentery, also of 4 specimens of saliva from healthy 
individuals, demonstrated the presence of comma-shaped bacilli, but the 
cultivation test (which had succeeded in the cholera cases) failed in 
every instance, thus proving them, thongh identical as to size and 
shape, to be different in the more important vital characteristics of 
growth under the same conditions. 


83.—The rice-water stools as they are called, i.e., the characteristic 
stools of cholera, always contained these organisms, and often an 
almost pure cultivation of them, few, if any others, being present; whilst 
in the less characteristic stool of the later stages of the disease, they 
were difficult of detection and sometimes absent, there being often as 
many as four or five other micro-organisms present. 


4,—The organism was not found in the tissue of the intestinal wall 
as stated by Koon, but as he has not published his method of detecting 
them in that position, failure may have been due to a different method 
of examination. 

5.—The organism was destroyed by being dried, whilst it was found 
capable of growth after being kept moist for more than four mohths. 
Probably it is capable of much longer preservation in this state. 


6.—The bacillus grew luxuriantly at a temperature of from 75 to 
100 degrees Fahrenheit, slowly between 50 and 60, little or not at all 
below 40, but still capable of resuming growth when the temperature 
was raised. 

(A series of experiments for the production of the disease in Guinea- 
pigs is being now conducted, but is not advanced sufficiently for this 
report.) 

These and a number of other positive results, so far as they bear 
on Kocu’s work, are confirmatory of the same. Failure to verify 
observations is not of much value, as negative results cannot be regarded 
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as confuting positive ones. Drs. Macteop and Mrutes are glad to be 
able to present their positive results as additional testimony to the 
accuracy of a scientific observer of whose many published contributions 
to this department of scientific work for now some fifteen years, not one 
has as yet been proved to be wrong. 


Of the 27 cases examined by Drs. Mactxop and Miuuxs, 10 were 
natives admitted to the Shantung Road Hospital where it has been 
already stated, 46 cases were treated with only 18 deaths. The bacillus 
was found in 8 cases, and of these 8 cases, 4 recovered. The unusually 
low death-rate in the total number of admissions, if error in diagnosis 
be excluded, may be accounted for by the fact that the greater number 
of these patients were brought to the hospital after they had passed 
through the collapse stage, the most rapidly fatal cases and probably 
the worst ones not coming to the hospital for admission. 


Regarding the certified causes of death tabulated on pages 87 & 88 
I note the following :— 

The case of Pernicious Fever occurring in August is qualified as 
“choleriform.” Fever—is on consular certificate. Convulsions—one case 
is given as secondary to gangrene of the umbilical cord, the other two cases 
are on consular certificates. Under Disease of Kidney are classified 
three cases of ‘chronic nephritis,” two cases of “nephritis,” and one 
case of “Bright’s disease.” Poisoning—is on Consular certificate, and 
is qualified as “accidental.” 


Postic Nuisances. 


Many public nuisances have been inspected and reported on during 
the past year. It is easy to point out the existence of these, but the 
task of removal or even of abatement is often one of much difficulty. 
The case described at length by the Nuisance Inspector in his annual 
report is a good illustration of this. I addressed a special report to the 
Watch Committee regarding this nuisance in the beginning of August. 
It consisted in a “‘very filthy” native latrine, standing in the centre of 
a block of native houses, built on undrained land, about one hundred 
yards from the Broadway and nearly opposite the Sailors’ Home. A 
better breeding ground for cholera or typhoid fever could scarcely be 
imagined. I recommended that the proprietors of the lot should be 
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required to re-build the latrine, and provide for the removal of the-stag- 
nant water from the surface of the land by suitable drains. In order to 
facilitate the performance of the latter task the Municipal authorities 
extended a drain in the neighbourhood for a distance of forty feet to the 
corner of the property. The owners, a family of Chinese, were fairly well 
to do, and derived a not inconsiderable income from the property, which: 
occupies about two mow of land, Writing in January of 1886, I am bound 
to say that beyond a few occasional and imperfectly conducted attempts 
to empty the reservoir of night-soil, and an equally ineffectual effort to 
construct a surface gutter on one side of the principal alleyway, 
nothing has yet been done to remedy this nuisance. Mr. Howes has 
taken the owners of the property on three different occasions before the 
Magistrate of the Mixed Court, and has. spared no pains to get an 
injunction of that Court obtained on the 27th August, carried into 
effect, but without avail. The Native Magistrate personally visited and 
inspected the property in the end of September, but, after pointing out 
to Mr. Howes that the latrine complained of was private property, 
was used solely by natives, was not near any foreign dwelling-house, and 
was constructed on the usual Chinese principle, declared that he was 
unable to order its removal. In my ast memorandum of recent date, I 
have suggested that, if a suitable site for a public latrine can be obtained 
anywhere in the neighbourhood, the Council might order one to be con- 
structed, and as soon as it is completed, proceed to fill in and remove 
the enclosed cesspool at present in use, the Bye-laws XXVIII, XXIX, 
and XXX of the Land Regulations appearing to me sufficient authority 
for such.action, As another alternative the sanitary authorities might 
offer to build a properly constructed latrine on the site of the old one, 
and hand it over to the owners of the property on condition that they 
kept it regularly emptied, and generally in good order.

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FINANCE MATTERS. 


Loan or 1885, ror Txs. 30,000. 


In the Budget for this year, prepared by the outgoing Council for — 
1884, it was proposed to increase the foreign house tax to 10 per cent., 
being the same as the native rate, and to provide for the large 
deficiency which appeared in the accounts on the 31st December 1884, 
by getting authority from the ratepayers to raise Tls. 59,000 by the 
issue of debentures, 


At the annual meeting these proposals were strongly objected to 
by the ratepayers, and the following amendment, proposed by Mr. Warp: 
and seconded by Mr. Drummonp, was carried by a majority of 221 to 55. 
The Council therefore altered the resolution of which they had given 
notice, and reduced the amount to be raised by debentures to Tls. 25,000, 
to which the ratepayers agreed : 


Amendment :—* That in lieu of an issue of debentures and the increase of 
the Tax on Foreign Houses, the Council be and are hereby authorized to impose a 
tax in the form of dues in respect of goods passed through the Custom House by 
persons resident or having their business premises within the Settlement, and in 
respect of goods landed or shipped within the Settlement; provided that such 
dues do not exceed ysth of one per cent. on the value of such goods, Goods in 
transit to be exempted,” 


At the special meeting of ratepayers on 2nd April, when the 
present Council were instructed to continue for another year the contract 
with the Electric Company, they were at the same time authorized to 
raise by debentures, in addition to the above Tls. 25,000, such extra 
sum as they might find necessary to expend upon the lighting of the 
Settlement, which they estimated at Tls. 5,000, and in May last they 
advertised inviting tenders for Tls. 30,000, bearing interest at 7 per cent. 
per annum, 
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Tenders were received until the 20th June, when the following 
allotments were made, being at the average rate of 1.9.6 per cent. 
preminm:

Durs on Goons. 


In consequence of ‘the passing of the above resolution, one of the 
first duties which devolved on the present Council was to decide upon 
the rate at which the dues on goods should be levied. 


In former years the rate charged was 4th of 1 per cent. on the 
yalue, but this had been found to be too high, as it placed residents in 
this Settlement at a great disadvantage compared with those in the 
French Concession, where no dues were charged. 


In 1879 the chief opium-houses left the Settlement, and the 
principal silk-shippers were preparing to follow, when the Council for 
that year came to the conclusion that in the interests of the Settlement 
it was advisable to abandon the tax altogether; and at a special meeting 
held on 2nd December 1879, a resolution to this effect was passed by 
the ratepayers by a majority of 154 to 89. 

After careful consideration, the present Council were unanimously 
of opinion that unless the rate was made very moderate there would be 
a repetition of what took place in 1879, and they finally decided that if it 
were made about ,\,th of 1 per cent. there would be no great objection 
to pay it, but that a lower rate should be charged on opium and 
treasure. 
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A tariff of dues based on a rate of 3,th of 1 per cent. was then 
prepared, with a special rate of 0.1.5 per chest on opium, and 0.2.0 per 
Tls. 1,000 on treasure, and submitted to the Chamber of Commerce, by 
whom it was approved and sanctioned, and the new tax came into 
operation from and after the 1st March last. 


Shanghai, 28th March 1885, 


Srr,—I am directed to forward you the accompanying tariff of dues proposed 
to be levied on all goods imported to, or exported from, this port, on and after the 
1st March 1885, and to request that you will submit it to the Chamber of Com- 
meree for approval, 


According to the resolution passed by the ratepayers at the annual meeting, 
the dues are not to exceed 1/10th of 1 per cent. on the values; but in preparing 
this tariff the Council decided to make them as nearly as possible 1/20th of 1 per 
cent,, except in the case of Opium and Treasure, on which the rates will be lower, 

With regard to Cotton Manufactures and other goods, of which there are 
several qualities or classes of different values, it is impossible to make a separate 
rate for each, as all are entered at the Custom House under one head, but an 
average value’ has been taken for them, so that whilst the dues on the lower 
qualities may be over 1/20th of 1 per cent., those on the higher will be propor- 
tionately less, and the average rate on the whole will not exceed 1/20th of 1 
per cent, 

The Council will feel much obliged for any suggestions with which the 
Chamber may fayour them regarding the proposed tariff, and as it is of great 
importance that it should be published at once, I am directetl to request that it 
may be returned on or before the 10th proximo,

In estimating the amount to be received from this tax the Council 
had to take into consideration the great probability of trade being 
seriously interfered with during the year, as at that time there was every 
prospect of a long continuance of the hostilities between France and 
China, whilst there were daily ramours of impending war between Russia 
and England, so that they did not think it prudent to calculate upon 
more than Tls. 2,500 per month, or Tls. 25,000 for the 10 months from 
1st March to 81st December, whereas the receipts amount to about 
Tis. 37,000, or nearly Tis. 12,000 over the estimate. 


Potice Penson Fonp. 
The amount at the credit of the Police Pension Fund, on fixed 


deposit with the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, on the 31st December, 
was Tls. 16,164.50, inclusive of interest to date. 
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As this sum is more than sufficient to meet all claims against it by 
the present Members of the police force, until the end of next year, 
the Council do not consider it necessary to include in the Budget for 
1886 the usual sum of Tls. 5,000, which in 1883 the ratepayers decided 
should be done by each succeeding Council annually for a period of ten 
years, if the system of pensions was adopted; and they purpose bringing 
forward at the annual meeting a resolution on this subject.

The Budget for this year, prepared by the outgoing Council for 
1884, having been thrown out by the ratepayers at the annual meeting, 
and again altered at the special meeting on 2nd April, it became the 
duty of the present Council, apon their taking over charge of the affairs 
of the Municipality, to draw up a new Budget in accordance with the 


resolutions passed at these meetings. 
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The Budget prepared by the present Council showed 
an estimated Income of ... abe aes Cty «Ts, 831,560.00 
whilst the Expenditure recommended was ose see 9) 346,924.82 


leaving a deficiency of ... “5 ose ose «Tis. 15,364.82 
but the Income having proved larger than was anticipated, the actual 
deficit on the 31st December was only Tls, 4,215.77. 

The excess in the Income was derived chiefly from “ Dues on Goods,” 
the receipts from the new tax authorized by the ratepayers at the 
annual meeting having been nearly Tls. 12,000 over the estimates, 

The amounts received on account of the Land and Foreign House 
Taxes have not exceeded the estimates, whilst the Native House Tax 
shows a loss of abont Ts. 800, and this loss would have been greater 
had not the China Merchants Company repurchased their property in 
this Setclement, -o that the taxes on it for the last two quarters have 
been included in the Native rates, whilst in the Budget they were 
included in the Foreign rate for the whole year. 

During the first three or four months of this year the Native 
residents continued to leave the Settlement for the interior, and the 
number of unoccupied houses increased from 3,500 at the end of 1884 to 
about 8,900 in April and May last, whilst a further reduction took 
place in rents. 

Since the termination of hostilities between France and China the 
Natives seem to have regained confidence and to be returning to the 
Settlement, as the number of unoccupied houses is now reduced to about 
3,200, but as yet there has been very little improvement in rentals. 

Nearly all the Native Licenses have brought in more than last year, 
and the total fees received have been about Tls. 5,500 over the estimates,

WORKS MATTERS. 


The amount provided in the budget for the Works Department 
having been reduced to the lowest point possible, there is nothing of 
importance to notice under this head. 


Buitpiyes. 


No new buildings have been erected, but as it was found necessary 
to provide quarters for the additional number of Sikh constables who 
haye joined the police force during the year, the building known as 
Claremont Cottage, situated in Foochow Road, has been leased for this 
purpose for one year from November last, at a rental of Tis. 80 per 
month, and Tis. 320 have been spent in laying on water, supplying fit- 
tings, and making the alterations necessary to adapt it for a police station. 

The Municipal buildings and Police Stations haye been thoroughly 


repaired, external walls color-washed, and venetians varnished, at a cost 
of Tis, 1,800. 


Roaps. 


No provision was made in the budget for widening and improving 
roads, but one or two opportunities having occurred during the year of 
acquiring small strips of land for this purpose, the Council have con- 
sidered it advisable to avail of them. 

Hwangpoo Road.—The annexed correspondence gives the parti- 
culars of the arrangement made with the Consul-General for Japan by 
which the Council acquired a small strip of lot 1181, title deed 5, for the 
purpose of widening the Hwangpoo Road near the Japanese Consulate.

DEAR Stk,—With reference to my enquiry, if it is possible to arrange for a sur- 
render of a portion of the Whangpo Road fronting the Imperial Japanese Consulate,

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Kiangse Road.—The north end of this road has been widened about 
4 feet by acquiring a strip of lot 159, title deed 153, measuring 0, 1. 2.0 
for the sum of Tis. 600. , 

Shansi Road.—A small strip of lot 900, title deed 893, has been 
acquired for the purpose of straightening this road between the Nan- 
king and Tientsin Roads, at a cost of Tls. 249.59. 


Honan Road.—Has also been crishingaae® the Canton and 
Foochow Roads, a strip of lot 198, title deed 271, having been purchased 
for this purpose, 

Nanking Road.--Nothing has been done towards carrying out the 
proposal made last year by the Agent of Mr. W. E. Dickson to surrender 
a strip of lot 5c, for the purpose of widening the Nanking Road near 
the Bund. 


Kiukiang Road.—No opportunity has occurred during the year for 
acquiring the strip of land required to widen this road to 30 feet between 
the Fokien and Hoopeh Roads, and as there seems to be no probability at 
present of the owners ever agreeing to surrender it, the Council recom- 
mend that the Tls. 12,000 provided for this purpose in the budget for 
1884 should now be transferred to the general account and made avail- 
able for current expenditure next year. 


Seward Road.—-Provision has been made in the budget for next 
year to make up, metal and drain this road from the Hwakee to the 
Chaou-foong Road. 


Brees. 


Kiangse Road.—Provision was made in the budget for the con- 
struction of a new foot-bridge across the Soochow Creek at the end of 
this road, the cost of which was estimated at Tls. 4,000. In April last, 
the old bridge having become unsafe for traffic, tenders were advertised 
for the construction of a new one, 12 feet in width, to replace it, and a 
contract was made for Tls. 2,850. The bridge was completed and 
opened to public traffic in October last.

Fokien Road.—The Acting Surveyor having reported that the old 
Louza bridge across the Soochow Creek, will soon be unfit for traffic, 
provision has been made in the budget for its removal, and for having a 
new bridge constructed. 

Yang-king-pang.—In accordance with arrangement made in July 
last year, the French Council have had all the bridges across the Yang- 
king-pang repaired and painted at a cost of Tls. 260, half of which has

Fokien Road.—The old wooden bridge across the Yang-king-pang 
between the Fokien Road and Rue Touranne having become unsafe it 
was decided to have it removed and to replace it by a new iron one. 


Tenders for the new bridge were advertised for by the French 
Council, and it was decided to accept Messrs. Boyd & Co’s tender to 
construct it for Tls. 3,825, in addition to which there is the cost of new 
abutments, say Tls. 1,625, making together Tls. 5,450, of which one half 
will be paid by each Council. 

No special provision was made in the budget for this bridge, but 
the Council’s share of the cost will be paid out of the amount set aside 
for bridges and repairs, the Kiangse Road bridge having cost about 
Tis. 1,200 less than the estimate, and the sum expended in repairs 
having been inconsiderable. 


DratnaGe. 


The annexed report by the Surveyor gives particulars of the 
drainage works during the year. 
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The amount provided in the budget for 1884 for draining, &e., the 
North Szechuen Road is still retained as an outstanding liability, the 
Council having been informed in July last by Mr. Morrison, that 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. intended to call upon them next year 
to make up, metal, and drain this road in accordance with the agreement 
made in 1883 when the 5 mow of land required to make the road were 
surrendered by them free of cost. 


The estimated cost of metalling and draining this road is about 
Tis. 4,000, whilst the amount retained for this purpose is only Tls. 2,600, 
so that provision will require to be made in the budget for next year of © 
a further sum of about Tls. 1,500. 


Fire-Auarms, Tevernones, &c. 


In compliance with an urgent request from the Fire Department, 
the Council decided to accept an offer made by the China and Japan 
Telephone Company to fit up and supply with instruments 8 new fire- 
alarm stations, and to connect them with the Central police station and 
the Telephone Exchange for the sum of Tls. 900. ‘They also arranged 
to have the present police and fire alarms thoroughly overhauled and 
put in good working order for a further sum of Tis. 300 less Tis. 100 
allowed for old material, making the cost of the whole Tis. 1,100, which 
will be paid out of the amount provided in the budget for “ Telegraph 
and Telephone lines.”

To the Municipal Council for the 
Settlements North of the Yang-King~Pang. 


GeyrLemen, 

The Committee are glad to have again a very favourable report 
to give of the progress of the Public Garden during the past year. The 
various ornamental beds have been kept well supplied with a succession 
of the usual flowering plants and bulbs. In the spring, two Rustic Shelters 
were erected with seats round for children and amahs ; these have proved 
very useful, 

The Committee would again draw the attention of the Conncil to 
the advisability of taking in the foreshore at the Garden point, which is 
still rapidly growing and fully bears out the opinion expressed by them 
formerly that the deposit will continue until the mouth of the Soochow 
Creek is directed down the river. The expense would no doubt be 
considerable, although much less now than when last estimated ; but as 
suggested in the last year’s report, this might be met by setting aside an 
annual sum in the Budget, so as to spread the cost over a series of years. 


Green-houses and Reserve Garden. 


The Committee have to thank the Council for recommending and 
obtaining from the ratepayers the grant of the funds required for these 
purposes, which have been expended in the following manner : 

The Iron House which was begun in October 1884, owing to 
unforeseen delays, was not completed until April last. This caused much 
inconvenience to the public, who, owing to the crowded condition of the 
other houses, were temporarily debarred their use. The Committee were 
however able thus to protect all the most valuable portion of their 
stock. This house, as far as the Committee can at present judge, is well 
adapted to its purpose. The cost, with the exception of a few internal 
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fittings (included in the ordinary or current expenses of the garden) was 
Tls. 2,820.92. As anticipated, the spring plainly showed that the two 
older houses were breaking up and untrustworthy, and might at any 
moment collapse, and so the Committee deemed it advisable to have 
them replaced by a safer and at the same time more suitable and 
convenient building, and this they have done by the erection on their 
site of a new house 72 ft. by 36 ft., which has for its objects the double 
purposes of a fernery ands«green-house, and which fully answers the 
purposes required. Internalfittings excepted (paid for as above), this 
special house has cost Tls. 1,200, making with the cost of the iron house ~ 
the Tls. 4,000 granted by the ratepayers. 

The original green-house built in 1867 is still in a fair state of 
repair, though from time to time it has been almost rebuilt. An inside 
glass screen has been added to it this season to enable it to be used as 
an orchid house, which plants require both greater heat and moisture ; 
this also has been paid for by the Committee as an ordinary current 
expense. 

The bunding of the reserve garden has been allowed to get into a 
very bad state, high tides, ete., having almost effaced all traces of it. In 
order to secure the foundations of the new green-house, the Council 
kindly renewed 100 feet of this ; but the Committee would strongly 
recommend that this should be continued the entire length of the garden, 

The Committee have to thank Mr. 8. Dercnton-Braysuer, Messrs, 
Bonaseav, Kerr, Vavenay, Wuire and others for contributions of 
plants and ferns. 

The Accounts are appended and will explain themselves; and the 
Committee would be glad if the Council would inclnde the usual 
appropriation of Tls. 1,200 for maintenance in the forthcoming Budget, 

The present Committee are Messrs. P. Mactran, Wuire, Durr, 
and Corner, Mr. Price haying left the Settlement.

Reserve Garden. 


In compliance with a very urgent request from the Honorary 
Secretary to the Public Garden Committee, the Council decided in 
August last to sanction the expenditure of Ts. 300 in filling in and 
bunding 100 feet of the foreshore of the reserve garden in front of 
the new green-house. 


Before the work was completed the Chinese authorities wrote to 
the Senior Consul, asking him to instruct the Council to have the work 
stopped and the piles removed, as the bunding encroached upon the 
creek, but on its being explained to them that this was a mistake, they 
did not interfere further. 


The following is the correspondence on the subject: 


Shanghai, 5th October 1885. 

Srr,—I haye the honour to herewith hand over to you translation (in copy) 
ofa despatch, just received from the Tao-t‘ai, relating to some works now being 
executed in that part of the Public Garden situated westward from the Garden 
Bridge on the Soochow Creek. In my opinion it seems to me as if the Tao-t'ai was 
confounding the facts complained of by the Shanghai Magistrate and the tipao, 
with the filling up the front before the eastern part of the Public Garden, as was 
proposed by the Council last year, In the mean time I allow myself to draw your 
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attention to the letter of the Taotai and the report from the Soochow Creek 
Bunding Committee, published in the M. C.’s report for 1884, according to which 
it was urged by both the Taotai and the Committee, that hereafter no bunding 

, Should be allowed on the Creek within the limits of the Settlement, unless in 
conformity with a general plan previously agreed upon by the Chinese authorities, 
the Consular Body and the Municipal Council,

T have received the following report from the Shanghai Magistrate Mou:— 

“T have received a report from Feng-hsi-chang, Tipao of Pao 25, Tu 3, in 
which he states, that in that part of the Public Garden situated on the south of 
the large (Garden) bridge, west side, hired men were at work to ram in piles and 
fill up ground and had surpassed the bank of the river for about more than one 
chang; he had interfered but nobody cared for him. To this report from the 
Tipao Ihave to remark, Last year, (9th month), when the Municipal Council 
intended to fill up the Public Garden, I received the order to make investigations 
and that time reported, that the proposed filling up would cause mischief, This is 
in the records. That now again piles are rammed in and ground is filled up and 
part of the public river usurped; indeed this is detrimental to the Creek and its 
benefits. I therefore petition, that a despatch might be directed [to the Senior 
Consul], in order, that he may instruct the Municipal Council to stop the work 
and to pull out the piles and further suggest to appoint deputy officials, to 
determine the limits of the Garden and of the Creek, that no confusion about 
them may occur.” 

This report from the Shanghai Magistrate I have received. I now find, when 
last year the Municipal Council intended to fill up the front of the Public Garden 
with the mud dredged out from the Soochow Creek, I ordered deputy officials to 
report about it and received their statement, that this would cause mischievious 
results and it would not be convenient to allow it. I answered according to this 
to you, the esteemed Consul-General, requesting you to give the necessary notice 
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to the Municipal Council—as it will be found in the records, If now the Munici- 
pal Council nevertheless is filling up and usurping a part from the public river, so, 
under no circumstances, this can be allowed to go on and it must at once be 
ordered, to stop the work and pull out the piles, to avoid mischief results for the 
Creek. Ihave nominated an official, who together with the Shanghai Magistrate 
shall measure out and determine clearly the limits of the Garden and of the river 
and now have the honour to address this despatch to you, requesting you to kindly 
take notice of it and to instruct the Municipal Council to stop the work imme- 
diately, to pull out the piles, under no circumstances to usurp a part of the public 
river and further that after the limits of shore and river having been determined 
by the Magistrate and the deputy official, these limits must be respected and no 
more filling up will be allowed outside the Garden shore, Hoping you will soon 
take steps, etc., etc.

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 5th instant, 
enclosing translation of a despatch from the Taotai, directing your attention to the 
bunding operations now going on in front of the Reserve Garden, and asking you 
to order the Council to stop the work and remove the piles, as the new bunding 
extends more than one chang beyond the Creek. 

In reply I beg to say that formerly there was a dwarf-bunding in front of the 
Reserve Garden, which has gradually been washed away, and that the new bunding 
now constructing in order to replace it, is more than 3 feet inside of the old line 
at the Garden Bridge abutment, and that it is continued within it the whole way 
along; it cannot therefore encroach in any way upon the foreshore of the Creek. 

* Referring to the Taotai’s intimation that he has nominated an official who 
together with the Shanghai Magistrate, will measure out and determine clearly the 
limits of the Garden and of the river, I beg to say that the Council’s Surveyor will 
be glad to meet them at any time he may appoint, or if they will call at his office, 
he will submit to them the plan, etc., of the new bunding showing that it is well 
within the old line, and does not extend beyond the bank of the Creek,

DEAR Sir,—I am directed by the Garden Committee to draw the attention of 
the Council to the large annual expenditure for maintaining Cemeteries, Cathedral 
and Council compounds as also Trees on the Bund and outlying Roads, 

From the Council’s Report for the five years 1880/84, I submit the following 
extract: 

Gardeners’ Wages, &c., &c., for the Cemeteries, Cathedral and Council Com- 
pounds Tis, 4,136.35; Cutting Bund Grass Tis. 325.96; Trees Ts. 1,497.14; ora 
total for five years of Ts, 5,959.45; average Tls 1,191.89 added to which some 
Tis, 4,800 have been spent for raising, turfing, &c. 

The Committee think that by combining these works with the Public Garden 
some saving might be effected, as only a small increase to their present staff 
would be needed and they believe that with an allowance of say Tis. 1,000.00 per 
annum over and above their present annual grant they will with the surplus 
plants of all descriptions at their disposal be able to make a better display of 
flowers and generally produce a more satisfactory result in the Cemeteries and 
Compounds than at present. 

The Committee desire me to say that they are quite willing to take on them- 
selves all these further duties if the Council think well of their proposal. —

I beg to hand you report of the proceedings of this 
department for the year ended the 31st December 1885. 

Brindts.—A new wooden foot-bridge, 12 fect wide, has been 
erected across the Soochow Creek at end of the Kiangse Road. 

An iron bridge is being constructed across the Yang-king-pang, 
to connect the Fuhkien Road with the Rue Touranne. 

The bridges over the Defence, Hongkew, Soochow, Yang-king-pang 
and Yangtsze-poo Creeks have been painted and repaired from time to 
time as required. 

Burtprxas.—Alterations and additions have been made to the 
back premises of Claremont Cottage, Foochow Road, to render the 
buildings suitable as Police Barracks for Sikh constables. 


Repairs as needed have been made to the various Municipal 
buildings. 

Bunpinas.—Small repairs have been made to the different bundings 
and iron railings. 

Cemerertes.—A small bunding has been constructed in front of 


the Soldiers’ Cemetery, and the boundary wall has been rebuilt.

Arrests By Mixep Court Magistrate. 


Shanghai, 16th October 1885, 


Srz,—I have the honour to bring to your notice another case of the most 
unwarrantable interference on the part of the Mixed Court Magistrate with the 
native residents in the Settlement, and I have to request that you will take imme- 
diate steps to prevent the recurrence of such proceedings as it will no doubt be 
evident to you that if he is allowed to arrest and punish people who have com- 
mitted no offence, or infringed any of the regulations made by the Council for the 
maintenance of peace and good order in the Settlement, the result must inevitably 
be that the management of and control over the native residents in the Foreign 
Settlement will pass from the hands of the Municipal Council into those of the 
native authorities. 

The Police report that on 14th inst., about 5 p.m. a Mixed Court runner named 
Wong Hoy entered the licensed tea-shop P409, Nanking Road, and arrested three 
women named Kung Van-tze, Ying Yung-tze and Wong Ah-cho and took them to 
the Mixed Court. Shortly afterwards the Assistant to the Tepaou of the District 
went to the tea-shop, and requested the proprietor Hung Yue-chen to accompany 
him to the Mixed Court, which he did. 

The case was heard by the Magistrate between 9 p.m. 14th and 2a.m. 15th 
inst, the women were sentenced to 20 blows on the face, and the proprietor of the 
tea-shop to five days cangue at the door of his shop. The runner did not produce 
any warrant, nor was he accompanied by a Municipal constable. 
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On the 14th September I had the honour to address you regarding a case of 
precisely the same nature, when a man and woman were arrested and severely 
punished for visiting a tea-shop in Foochow road, and I then requested you to 
inform the Mixed Court Magistrate that he could not be allowed to interfere with 
the native residents in this Settlement; but to this letter no reply has been 
received. 

In the present case | have to point out to you that the runner who arrested 
the women does not seem to have been provided with any warrant, that the assis- 
tance of the police was not asked for, and that the case was investigated 
at the Mixed Court at a time when no foreign Assessor could be present; it seems 
therefore evident that the Magistrate was quite aware that he was exceeding his 
powers, and I have now to request that you will represent the case to the Taou-tai, 
and inform him that no native can be arrested in the Settlements unless the war- 
rant has been stamped by the Senior Consul, and brought to the Municipal police 
to be executed, and that you will instruct the mixed Court Magistrate to order the 
keeper of the Tea-shop to be released at once. 

Considering the gravity of these cases which I have had too frequently to 
bring to your notice of late, I beg that you will bring the correspondence relating 
to them before your colleagues and communicate their decision to the Council 
without delay as the principles involved are of paramount importance, 

I should feel much obliged by your informing me whether you stamped any 
warrant for the arrest of these women or the keeper of the tea-shop,

/ Captain-Superintendent of Police brought to the notice of the Council the case 
of two well-known thieves who were sentenced at the Mixed Court on the 
previous day to 400 blows each. 

One of these men, Chu Zay-ling, had three previous convictions against him, 
two for housebreaking and one for burglary; for the last, he was sentenced to 
twelve months’ chain gang and was released on the 19th August. The other man, 
Sung Ah-kew, had four previous convictions against him, his last sentence being 
three months’ chain gang, which expired on 24th August, 

On this occasion it is reported that the men only received 300 blows instead 
of the 400 to which they were sentenced, and they were then released, although 
the Assessor pointed out to the Magistrate that they ought to be sent to the 
chain gang, 

The Police now report that Sung Ah-kew, one of the men, was again arrested 
yesterday for burglary, at 69, Amoy road, and as he will be sent to the Mixed Court 
to-morrow, to be tried, I have now the honour to request that you will address 
the Magistrate, with the view of having such a sentence passed on him as will 
prevent him from being set at large again for some time ready to commit fresh 
depredations in the Settlement,

instant, intimating that you had at once communicated with H.B.M. Acting Consul- 

General regarding the notorious offender Sung Ah-kew, and that he was sentenced 
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by the Mixed Court Magistrate to a year’s chain gang, a more severe sentence than 
would have been passed on him had he been sent to the Native Courts, and dealt 
with according to Chinese law. 

Your letters have been submitted to the Council, who request me to tender you 
their best thanks for your prompt action in the matter, which was resulted in a 
sentence being pnssed on Sung Ah-kew, which will effectually prevent him from 
committing any fresh depredations in the Settlement for another year.

Procuamations BY THE Cuinese AUTHoritigs. 


Shanghai, 7th August 1885, 

Sir,—The minutes of the General Meeting of the Municipal Council held on 
Monday, the 27th July, and published in the papers ad yocem “Women in Opium 
Houses,” have made on me the impression that the Council, after having pre- 
viously examined into the contents of the proclamations in question, issued by the 
Chinese authorities and stamped by the Senior Consul, decided to hand them 
over to the Municipal Police to be posted in the Settlements, If this should be 
the case, I would like to direct again the attention of the Council to the arrange- 
ments agreed upon in 1876, and the correspondence which took place between the 
Municipal Council and the Senior Consul in 1884 about the subject of posting 
proclamations, that is to say, that it is for the sole consideration of the Senior 
Consul to examine into the contents of decrees submitted to him by the Chinese 
authorities for approval and signature before publication,

Tsao S1-Yune’s Case. 


On the 30th Jannary last, the Council addressed the Senior Consul, 
asking him whether any steps had been taken by the Native authorities 
to carry out the instructions sent by the Tsung-Li Yamen to the 
Governor-General of the Liang-kiang to have the case of Si-yung re- 
heard, and on the 6th February they were informed by him, that he 
had received no intimation where or when the rehearing would take 
place. 


Since then the Cotincil have learned that the charges against Si- 
yung were reinvestigated at Soochow on the 28th January and on the 
29th April, and the result seems to have been that he was induced to 
admit that he had killed Wong Ah-an by accident, and that he was 
then acquitted of the more serious charge of having wilfully murdered 
him. No copy of the sentence passed on Si-yung has been procured, but 
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it is reported that the Judge told him, that he would be sent back to 
Shanghai, where he would have to remain in prison for a considerable 
period, but that as he is an only son, and the sole support of his parents, 
no other punishment would be inflicted on him. 


Si-yung was brought back to Shanghai in custody on the 12th 
May, and was allowed to call at the Central Station on his way from 
the Soochow Creek to the City. He was seen by the Captain-Superin- 
tendent, who states that he seemed to be in good health and condition, 
and made no complaints of having been badly treated whilst in prison 
at Soochow. 


_ Since his arrival in Shanghai Si-yung has been imprisoned at the 
Chi Hsien’s yamen, where he has been frequently visited by 
members of the police force, who have always reported that he had no 
complaints to make of bad treatment, or want of proper food, and that he 
seems to be quite comfortable where he is. 


Ever since his arrest in July 1883 the Council have continued to 
send to him by his mother, his regular monthly pay as a police con- 
stable, and they have done everything in their power to alleviate the 
hardships of his imprisonment as much as possible. 


Governuent Grounp-Rent on Roaps, &c, 


At the annual meeting of ratepayers held on the 23rd February 
1883 the following resolution was proposed by Mr. Morrison, seconded 
by Mr. How, and carried by a majority of 102 to 93: “That the Council 
be instructed to pay the Chinese Government ground-rent for the 
current year at the agreed rate of 1,500 cash per mow on all land for 
which they hold title deeds, and to pay all arrears of the said tax, or such 
portion thereof as the Chinese autborities see fit to demand.” 
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No official application was made by the Chinese authorities during 
1883 or 1884 for payment of the ground-rent in arrears, but on the 16th 
June last, the Senior Consul informed the Council that a Tipaou named 
Hsu-hsing-ch‘un claimed from them payment of Cash 4,391,576, being 
the ground-rent on 209m. Lf. 87. 1h. at 1,500 cash per mow, from 1869 
to 1882, a period of fourteen years. 


Before agreeing to pay the amount claimed, the Senior Consul was 
asked to ascertain from the Taontai whether he insisted upon the arrears 
being paid at the full rate of 1,500 cash per mow, and on learning that 
he did, the Council at onee agreed to make provision in the budget for 
next year for payment of all arrears of ground-rent, pointing ont at the 
sume time, that the correct amount due is 4,153,526 cash as only a 
small portion of the ground came into their possession before 1870, and 
some of it not till 1875.

from 1869-1882. With reference to Resolution XI carried in the meeting of rate- 
payers on the 23rd February 1883, I beg to ask, that you will be so good as to 
furnish me with your reply in order that an answer might be given to the said

S1r,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 16th instant, 
enclosing a petition from Hsii-hsing-ch‘un, claiming payment from the Council of 
the Government ground-rent on certain roads, which has not been paid for the 
years 1869 to 1882, 

In reply I have the honour to inform you, that the Council are quite prepared 
to carry out the resolution passed by the ratepayers at the Annual Meeting on 
28rd of February 1888, instructing them to pay the Government ground-rent for 
that year on all land for which they hold title deeds, and all arrears of the said 
tax or such portion of it, as the Chinese authorities see fit to demand, 

Unfortunately, however, the Council for 1884 when preparing the budget for 
this year, made no provision for payment of the arrears of ground-rent, conse- 
quently the present Council are not ina position to pay the amount claimed, but 
they will make provision for doing so in the budget for 1886. 

The Council request that you will inform the petitioner that the payment 
must stand over till next year, and they will feel much obliged if you will in the 
meantime ascertain from the Taoutai whether the statement in the petition is 
correct, that the ground-rent for 1869 to 1882 has already beeni paid in full by the 
Tepaous, and if not whether the authorities intend to demand payment of the 
whole arrears of rent, at the rate of 1,500 cash per mow.

On 10th of July (5 month 28th day) I received your letter, that Hsii-hsing- 
ch‘un had petitioned to you on account of ground-rent, owed by the Municipal 
Council, original of the petition was sent, and you requested my answer. 


T accordingly ordered researches and have now received a report from the 
Shanghai Magistrate, Mo-hsing-chih : 

That he had ordered to appear before him Hsii-hsing-ch‘un, the former ground- 
rent Tipao, who had fulfilled this office during the two years Kwanghsii IX and X, 
and Hsieh-hsi-kun, ‘Tipao for the four years Kwanghsii V, VI, VII, and VIII, it 
appeared from the inquiries, that the Municipal Council ought to pay the annual 
ground-rent for public roads from Tung-chih year VILI till Kwanghsii year VIII, 
altogether 14 years, ithe ground-rent owed amounting to 4,391 tiao and 576 cash 
(4,391,576 cash), Pao-keng-liang, Chou-yiin-fang, Hung-yung-k‘ang, Hsieh-hsi- 
k‘un had successively been acting as Tipaos (during these 14 years), till finally 
all came on Hsieh-hsi-k‘un as collector.. The ground-rent for the years (Kwang- 
hsti) IX and X has been paid by the Municipal Council to Hsii-hsing-ch‘un as 
collector. He, the Magistrate, ordered and received a list made up by Hsieh-hsi- 
kun, containing names, register Nos., mow and fun, and amount of rent for all the 
places, on which the ground-rent is claimed—and this was the real amount and 
must for every year be fully paid up and settled, that there might be no loss or 
deficiency.” 
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This report I have received, and I now send copy of the list of amounts owed 
by the Municipal Council, requesting you, the esteemed Consul-General, to hand 
it over to the Municipal Council with instruction to examine it and to pay up all 
the amounts without exception, *

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 12th instant, 
intimating that the Taotai demands payment, at the full rate of 1,500 cash per 
mow, of all arrears of ground-rent due by the Council upon land for which they 
hold title deeds. 

The list made up by Tepaou has also been received, from which it appears 
that arrears are claimed from 1869 to 1882,a period of 14 years, upon 16 lots 
measuring 209m. 1/. 37. 14., the whole amounting to cash 4,391,576, 

On referring to the Municipal records, it is evident that the list is incorrect, 
and that the arrears for the full period of 14 years are only due on 3 lots, No. 74, 
$18, and 838, as none of the other 13 lots came into possession of the Council 
before 1870, and some of them not until 1875. 

For the information of the Taoutai I beg to enclose a corrected list showing 
the arrears actually due on each lot, the total amount being cash 4,153,526, or 

* eash 238,050 less than the sum claimed. Should this be found correct, arrange- 
ments will be made for payment of the arrears at an early date, but as pointed 
out to you in my letter of 29th June, no provision for this was made in the budget 
for 1885.

General, instructions were given to the police to take the necessary steps 
in order to prevent the railings of these bridges from being stolen and 
disposed of in the Settlement.

Srr,—Sometime since, at the request of certain British residents at this port, 
I wrote to request the Taotai to have the bridges on the old Woosung Railway 
Track repaired. In reply the Taotai has informed me that this has now been 
done. At the same time it is reported to him that the railings of some of the 
bridges on this road are constantly stolen by beggars, refugees from the north of 
the Yangtsze living in outer Hongkew and its neighbourhood, who dispose of the 
wood within the Settlement. 

The Taotai therefore would be much obliged if orders were given to the Muni- 
cipal Police to keep a look-out and arrest any of the thieves whom they may find 
bringing wood into the Settlement, and take them before the Mixed Court. 

Thave the honour to request that you will be good enough to instruct the 
police to give such assistance as they can in the direction desired by the Chinese

Immediately after the receipt of advices of the English Government 
having ratified the Chefoo Convention, and of the arrangement by which 
the lekin on opium was to be raised to Tls. 80 per chest, instructions 
were given by the Chinese Government to the provincial authorities 
to commenca at the once the collection of the tax at the enhanced 
rate, 
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The Taou-tai here entered into an arrangement with the members 
of the Canton and Swatow guilds by which they were entrusted with the 
collection of the lekin in this district, and for the prevention and sup- 
pression of smuggling they proposed to appoint 32 runners who were to 
be employed in and in the neighbourhood of the Foreign Settlements. 

For the purposes of identification they requested that the Council 
should supply them with tickets of legitimation for their men, and on 
this being refused they got the Taou-tai to apply to the Senior Consul, 
who, after consultation with the other members of the Consular Body, 
decided to comply with the request. 


Shanghai, 10th July 1885, 


Srr,—On behalf of the Canton and Swatow opium syndicate, who are entrusted 
by the Chinese authorities with the collection of the Zekin upon opfum in Shanghai, 
I now have the honour to hand you a numbered list of the men whom it is pro- 
posed to employ as lekin runners in and in the neighbourhood of the Foreign 
Settlements. 

Talso hand you the papers or tickets which will form one side of the card 
with which each runner will be furnished. The reverse side of the card will bear 
upon it the seal or stamp of the Opium Tax Office. 

My clients will be much obliged to you if you would be so kind as to counter- 
sign these tickets now sent, provided that you have no objection to doing so, In 
any event, I shall be obliged by your returning the tickets to me.

Srr,—In the matter of legitimati i foreign lnnduage to be given to a 
number of (82) runners, appointed hy le ium-tax office, to be employed in, and 
in the neighbourhood of the Foreign 8 tlements, which has already lead to a 
correspondence between the Council and the Senior Consul in February 1885, I 
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now have the honour to inform you, that a further despatch has been received 
from the Taotai under the date of 6th of August a.c., requesting me to stamp and 
sign tickets for the legitimation of the above-mentioned newly-appointed runners, 
to facilitate their researches after smugglers in the Foreign Settlements, 

My colleagues and myself, after having carefully considered the question, 
decided to comply with the Taotai’s request and to have these tickets signed and 
stamped by the Senior Consul; but it has been reminded to the Taotai, that offen- 
ders against the opium-tax regulations seized within the Settlements are to be taken 
to the Mixed Court, according to the existing regulations, and that, if researches 
for smugglers are to be made in houses of foreigners, the respective Consuls must 
be duly informed thereof. * 

As I think it convenient that these 32 runners to whom the legitimations 
in English language are to be given, should be personally known to the Municipal 
Police, I herewith allow myself to hand over to you the list of these 32 men (in 
Chinese) together with the 32 tickets, signed and stamped, which you kindly will 
deliver to the Municipal Police. The Taotai has already been informed by me 
about this and requested to order the Opium Tax Office to send their men to the 
Municipal Police, where each one could receive his ticket.

In compliance with the above request, the tickets were handed to 
the Police to be delivered to the men upon their making personal 
application for them, and for the purposes of identification the men who 
applied were photographed. These men entered upon their duties about 
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the 16th August, and immediately afterwards so many reports were 
received from the police of disturbances in the streets in connection with 
the arrest of persons said to be smuggling opium, that it was considered 
advisable to address the following letter on the subject to the Senior 
Consul : 


Shanghai, 27th August 1885, 


Sir,—With reference to your letter of the 14th instant, informing the Muni- 
cipal Council that the Board of Consuls had decided to comply with the Taotai’s 
request to have the legitimation tickets to be given to the lekin opium runners 
signed and stamped by the Senior Consul, I now beg to inform you that the 
runners have commenced work, and some complaints are heard of their proceed- 
ings. A doubt exists as to whether it was the intention of your letter to sanction 
the arrest of smugglers by lekin-runners, or only to sanction arrests being made 
after a warrant had been obtained and the intervention of the Foreign Police 
invited, as was assumed to be the mode of procedure implied in the Taotai’s letter 
of the Ist February 1883, to Dr. Focke. 


As the question of opium lekin-runners within the Settlement tends to create 
serious ill-feeling and resentment so long as a doubt remains of its legality, Iam 
requested by the Council to ask you to be so good as to communicate with the 
Foreign Diplomatic Representatives and ascertain whether the Chinese Authorities 
are acting in accordance with the Treaty of Tientsin in collecting, within the 
Settlement, lekin on opium or other goods which have paid import duty. 


It is very desirable in the public interest and in the interest of good government 
that this long-vexed question of the legal propriety of lekin-runners being within 
the Settlements should be set at rest, and I have therefore to request that you will 
be so good as to ascertain as early as possible whether lekin-runners are by Treaty 
. entitled to enter the Settlement at all, and, if so, to define clearly what are their 

prerogatives,

Two or three days afterwards the Captain-Superintendent of Police 
reported that two Manilamen who were conveying three balls of opium 
to a house in Smith’s market, were set upon by two lekin-runners assisted 
by a number of other men, when one of the foreigners had his left arm 
broken, and the other was severely beaten. 


The Police were then instructed not to interfere with the lekin-run- 
ners in the peaceable performance of their duties, but to watch the men 
who accompanied them, and if they were found assisting the runners in 
making seizures, or doing anything likely to cause a disturbance, they 
were to be arrested. The following letter was addressed to the Senior 
Consul, calling his attention to these irbainces :

Srr,—Referring to the letter wi ‘Thad the honour to address you on the 
27th ultimo, intimating that comp! heen made to the Council about the 
proceedings of the lekin-runners to whom You had granted tickets of legitimation, 
T have now to inform you that the Police report that serious disturbances are be- 
coming of frequent occurrence owing to the runners attempting to seize opium in 
the Settlement whilst in the possession of foreigners, and on which the import 
duty has been paid, 
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These runners are generally accompanied by a number of rowdies who assist 
them in making the seizures, and use violence in order to effect their object. On 
the 27th ultimo two Spanish subjects, who had in their possession three balls of 
opium were attacked in the Canton road by two lekin-runners accompanied by a 
number of rowdies. One of the foreigners had his arm broken and the other was 
severely beaten, 


As these proceedings must inevitably lead to serious disturbances in the Settle- 
ment, I have the honour to request that you will bring to the notice of the Taou- 
tai the steps taken by the Opium Tax Office in order to enforce payment of lekin 
on opium in the Settlement, and at the same time inform him that iustructions 
have been given to the Police to arrest any rowdies they may find assisting the 
authorized runners, or doing anything which they have good reason to believe will 
create a disturbance.

During the succeeding month several Natives were arrested by the 
runners for having opium in their possession on which the lekin had not 
been paid, but when the cases were brought before the Mixed Court, 
almost invariably some foreigner appeared to claim the opium as his 
property. This frequently caused considerable difference of opinion 
between the Magistrate aud the Assessor, the former insisting upon the 
opium being confiscated, and the latter objecting on the ground that 
opium which had paid the import duty could not be described as 
“smuggled opium.” 

On the 13th October the proprietor of an opium-shop was arrested 
for having a ball of opium in his possession, which he had bought in 
the Settlement, but on which no lekin had been paid. On the case 
being brought before the Mixed Court, the British Assessor, who 
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happened to be sitting, wished it to be remanded pending inquiries, and 
at the same time expressed his doubts as to the right of the native 
authorities to collect lekin- within the limits of the Settlement, upon 
opium or any other article which had paid the regular import duty, 
whether it belonged to a foreigner or a native, 


The Council again addressed the Senior Consul, requesting him to 
bring the case to the notice of the Board of Consuls, and to have the 
question of the right of the Chinese authorities to collect lekin in the 
Settlement definitely settled. 


Shanghai, 16th October 1885, 


Srr,—On the 27th August I had the honour to address you, calling your 
attention to the proceedings of the runners employed by the Opium Tax Office, and 
requesting you to inform the Council whether the Chinese authorities are acting in 
accordance with the Treaty of Tientsin, in collecting within the Settlement, lekin 
on opium or other goods which have paid the import duty, and whether lekin- 
Tunners are by Treaty entitled to enter the Settlement at all, 


In reply, you informed me that you would communicate with your colleagues 
and give notice to the Council in due time, 


Since then, I have received no further communication from you on the subject, 
and I have now to inform you that on the evening of the 13th inst., two lekin- 
runners arrested in thé Honan road, the keeper of an opium-shop in the Nanking 
road, for having in his possession a large ball of opium which he had purchased 
from another opium-shop-keeper in Tientsin road. The runners brought the man 
to the station, and next day he was sent to the Mixed Court, charged with having 
in his possession a ball of opium on which ‘theilekin had not been paid. 


The British Assessor, Mr. Playfaif, wished the case to be adjourned pending 
enquiries, requesting the Police to have the man taken to the Central Station, the 
Magistrate at the same time ordering the funners to put him in the cells. 


Finally, he was taken to the Station, but is now out on bail, whilst the ball of 
opium is in possession of the Mixed Court runners, and the case is to be heard 
again on Monday or Tuesday. 


As the man in question is the keeper of a regularly licensed opium-shop, and 


pays the usual Municipal taxes and license fees, the Council consider that the 
runners had no right to arrest him for carrying a ball of opium for consumption in 


' 
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his own shop, and I have now to request that you will bring the case to the notice 
of the Board of Consuls at once, and endeavour to come to such a decision in 
regard to the legal propriety or impropriety of these arrests as will remove the 
constant annoyance and disturbance which they occasion.

I have received a report from the Chief Managers of the General Opium Farm, 
in which they state :— 


“We received from the Board [of Revenue] the regulations for the increase- 
ment of the lekin-tax on opium and haye acted accordingly, g 


“ 
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“Now, in the trade between Chinese and foreigners there is always smuggled 
opium, for which the lekin-tax has not been paid. Therefore the farm hired 
Chinese to serve as runners and to search with true efforts after smuggling ; but 
as they do not understand the language of the foreigners, quarrels are to 
be feared. 

“The farm has now engaged one Englishman Wei-li-hsiin (Wilson) and one 
Austrian A-chi-li (Oriolla)—who since long time living in Shanghai are very well 
versed in the conditions [of this place] and ever since well-known—as Chief- 
runner and as Deputy Chief-runner. They will have to superintend and to lead 
the Chinese runners in employ of the farm, to make their researches inside and 
outside the Settlement with upright diligence and suppress [smuggling] satis- 
factorily ; if there are cases of smuggling inside the Settlement, they will address 
to the foreign police for assistance in seizing [smuggling or smuggled opium],—so 
that in this way bad occurrences will be avoided. 

“The cases of opium smuggling are to be brought before the Mixed Court, but 
as there may be cases in which foreigners are concerned, so the farm has engaged 
the foreign lawyers Tai-wun (Drummond) and Ha-wo-toh (Wainewright) to be 
present at the Mixed Court for their interest. 

“We petition to direct an official communication to the Consul-General (Senior 
Consul) that he again may tell this to the foreign official at the Mixed Court and 
instruct the Municipal Police ; and further [petition] for a patent [confirming our 
propositions] and passports for Wilson and consorts.” 

This report I have received, I have issued the patent [required] and handed 
over to the General Opium Farm the passports for Wilson and consort; and now 
Ihave the honour to address this despatch to you, the esteemed Consul-General, 
requesting you to take notice of the same and to communicate it to the Members. 
of the Consular Body, in order that they all equally may issue their instructions,

Ihave the honour to acknowledge receipt of your despatch of the date to 
October 25th, relating to the engagements of Messrs, Wilson and Oriolla as Chief- 
runners, and of Messrs, Wainewright and Drummond as lawyers at the Mixed 
Court, by the General Opium Farm. As in duty bound, I have communicated 
your despatch to the members of the Consular Body, and now have the honour to 
address this reply to you, the esteemed Taotai. 

The General Opium Farm, of course, is at liberty to engage whatever foreigners 
they like for their service ; but, by such engagement, no foreigner can obtain the 
quality of an official person, and will, in all cases, for instance, of trespass of law, 
assault or robbery, ete., ete., be subject to the jurisdiction of his proper authorities 
and dealt with according to the laws of his own country, and cannot be allowed to 
plead his supposed official position in excuse. 

H.B.M’s Consul-General, Mr. Alabaster, has addressed to me a special letter, 
in which he says :—“I trust you will let know [the Taotai] that so far at least as 
the Englishman is concerned, if he is charged with trespass, assault or robbery, 
as he most probably will be if he enters houses, arrests alleged smugglers, or seizes 
opium within the Settlements, it will be useless for him to plead his supposed 
official position in excuse.” }

Under the new system disturbances in the streets became of more 
frequent occurrence, the opium-shops being more closely watched than 
before. Numerous arrests were made, and the cases taken before the 
Mixed Court, but when the opium was claimed by foreigners as their 
property, no decision was arrived at; the Council therefore decided to 
address the Senior Consul, requesting that the operations of the runners 
should be suspended until the question of the right to collect lekin in 
the Settlement is settled. In reply they were informed that the Court 
of Consuls had decided to withdraw the tickets of legitimation granted 
in August to the lekin-runners, and that the Taotai had been informed 
of this. 
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Shanghai, 16th November 1885. 


Srm,—Referring to the letters which I had the honour to address to you on 
the 27th August, 3rd of September and 16th of October (to which I have received 
no reply) requesting you to bring to the notice of the Treaty Consuls the serious 
disturbances which are continually occurring in the Settlement owing to the 
proceedings of the runners employed by the Opium Tax Office, I now beg to 
inform you that the Council consider it is absolutely necessary for the mainten- 
ance of peace and good order in the Settlement that the operations of the lekin- 
runners should be entirely suspended during the settlement by the higher 
authorities of the question of the legality of collecting lekin within the Settlements 
at all. re 
At the time you intimated that legitimation tickets were being issued by you 
to lekin-runners in the Settlement, it was not supposed by the Council that you 
contemplated for an instant the exercise by these runners of any independent 
functions apart from the Municipal Police, but as it is notorious that they do act 
independently, and that the disturbances are continual and dangerous to the peace 
of the Settlement, I am requested by the Council urgently to request you to bring 
the matter to the notice of the Consular Board, in order that the existing state of 
affairs may be terminated without delay.

legitimation towards the Municipal Police. The necessary information about this 
resolution has been directed to the Taotai.

Ince Foresnore Casz. 


In May 1884 the Council applied to the Supreme Court for an 
injunction to restrain Mr. H. A. Ince or his Agent from building on, 
or exercising any acts of ownership over the foreshore of Lot 232 Title 
Deed 225, of which he is the registered owner, without the consent of 
the ratepayers. 

The injunction applied for was soon afterwards granted, and the case 
came on for hearing before the Chief Justice on the 19th January, 
who on the 3rd February delivered the following judgment : 


In this case the Council for the Foreign Community of Shanghai North of 
the Yang-king-pang, duly elected under the provisions of Article XVIII. of the 
Shanghai Land Regulations of 1869, suing by their Secretary, are the real Plaintiffs. 
The Defendant is the owner of a lot of land situate within the limits to which 
these Regulations apply, and registered at the Land Office of H.M.’s Consulate- 
General at Shanghai as Lot 232. : 

The Plaintiffs pray for an injunction restraining the Defendant from building 
on the foreshore or beach ground of the land in question, and they base their 
claim to this injunction upon the provisions of Article V. of the Shanghai Land 
Regulations of 1854 and Article VI, of the Regulations of 1869, Article V. of the 
“1854 Regulations is as follows: 

V.—Land surrendered to Public Use—It is clearly understood and agreed 
to, that land heretofore surrendered by the various foreign renters to public use, 
such as roads and the beach grounds of the rivers within the aforesaid limits, shall 
remain henceforth dedicated to the same uses; and as new lots are acquired, such 
parts thereof as are beach ground shall be held under and subject to similar uses, 
and due provision shall be made for the extension of the lines of roads at present 
laid down as means of communication in the Settlement. To this end the Com- 
mittee of roads and jetties appointed by the residents within said boundaries, will 
at the beginning of each year, together examine the map, and determine what 
new lines of road are necessary, and land subsequently required to be rented shall 
only be granted with the proviso expressed or understood, that the renter shall 
surrender the beach ground aforesaid, if any, and the land required for such roads, 
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and in no case shall land surrendered as aforesaid, either heretofore or hereafter: 
be resumed; or shall any act of ownership be exercised over the same by the ~ 
renters thereof, notwithstanding they shall pay the Chinese Government ground 
rent reserved thereon. Provided always, that no act of appropriation or dedication 
for public use of the said beach ground or ground for roads, other than those 
already defined, shall contrary to the will or interests of such individual renters, 
in any case, be sanctioned or held lawful under these regulations.” 

Article VI of the Regulations of 1869 reads— 

It is understood and agreed that land heretofore surrendered by the various 
foreign renters to public use, such as roads and the beach grounds of the rivers 
within the aforesaid limits, shall remain henéeforth dedicated to the same uses; 
‘and as new lots are acquired, such parts thereof as are beach ground shall be held 
under and subject to similar uses; and due provision shall be made for the 
extension of the lines of roads at present laid down as means of communication in 
the Settlement. To this end the Council, appointed by the Land Renters and 
others entitled fo vote on the terms and in the manner hereinafter mentioned 
within the boundaries referred to, will at the beginning of each year examine the 
map, and determine what new lines of road are necessary; and all land subsequently 
rented shall only be rented on the terms of the renter surrendering to the public 
use the beach ground aforesaid, if any, and the land required for such roads; and 
in no case shall land so surrendered, or which shall now be dedicated to the use of 
the public, be resumed, except with the consent of the proper majority of Land 
Renters and others who may be entitled to vote as aforesaid in public meeting 
assembled, nor shall any act of ownership be exercised over the same by the renters 
thereof, notwithstanding any payment by them to the Chinese Government of any 
ground rent. Provided always, that no act of appropriation or dedication for 
public uses of the said beach ground, or of ground for roads, other than those 
already defined, shall, contrary to the will of the renters thereof in any case, be 
sanctioned or held lawful under these Regulations, On the admission by vote of 
public meeting of any tracts of land into the limits of the municipal authority, the 
Municipal Council shall give notice of all roads and public properties which they 
intend to set aside in the general interest; and should any citizen or subject of a 
treaty power, who may previously have acquired land within such tracts, object to 
‘any part of the reservation thus notified, he must, within fourteen days after the 
issue of the notice, warn his own Consul, or the Municipal Council of his objection, 
in order that steps may be taken to adjust the claim. Provided always, that in the 
event of a failure to effect such adjustment on terms which may appear reasonable 
to the Consul, the Council shall have the option of declining to accept jurisdiction 
over the proposed annexation, which consequently cannot take place. It shall also 
be lawful for the Land Renters. and others who may be entitled to vote as herein- 
after mentioned, in Public Meeting assembled, to purchase land leading or being 
out of the Bettlement, or to accept land from foreign or native owners upon terms. 
to be mutually agreed upon between the Council and such foreign or native owners,

for the purpose of converting the same into roads or public gardens and places of 
recreation and amusement, and it shall be lawful for the Council from time to time 
to apply such portion of the funds raised under Article IX. of these Regulations, 
for the purchase, creation and maintenance of such roads, gardens, &c., as may be 
necessary and expedient. Provided always that such roads and gardens shall be 
dedicated to the public use, and for the health, amusement and recreation of all 
persons residing within the Settlement. 

‘The admissions made by the parties before the hearing, and the evidence given 
at the hearing, show that the lot of land in question was purchased by the Defen- 
dant in the year 1858 ; that it borders on the north upon the waters of the Soochow 
Creek ; that the foreshore of the lot was included in the title-deed obtained by the 
Defendant; that he has never surrendered his rights over the foreshore in favour 
of the public; and that he now intends to construct buildings on it. 

The first question in the case is—Whether the Defendant was, at the time of 
acquiring the land in question, precluded under the Land Regulations then in force 
from building on the foreshore. And if this is determined adversely to the defen- 
dant, theré arises the second question,—whether the plaintiffs are now, either from 
lapse of time, or by reason of anything done or suffered by themselves or their 
predecessors in office, precluded from enforcing that restriction against the 
defendant. 

The Plaintiffs’ case is simple. They allege that the Land Regulations of 1854 
were duly passed and brought into operation; {that these Regulations have on 
numerous occasions been formally upheld by this Court; that Article V. of the 
1854 Regulations and Article V1. of those of 1869 are broad enough in their scope 
to cover such a case as the present ; and that neither the present Council nor any of 
their predecessors have in any way lost, waived or surrendered the rights of the 
public over the land in question, They further lay much stress on the fact that 
the Defendant was present personally at the meeting of Land Renters held at 
Shanghai in 1854 at which the Regulations of that year were discussed and passed, 

The Defendant, on the other hand contends that the Regulations of 1854 were 
invalid as being wltra vires and were therefore not binding upon him or his 
property ; that if the Regulations in question were valid, Article V. did not apply 
to the land in question; that even if Plaintiffs’ predecessors were entitled ori- 
ginally to compel the Defendant to surrender his rights over the foreshore in 
favour of the public, that right has been lost to the Plaintiffs by lapse of time ; and, 
finally, that the Plaintiffs are estopped by the acts and conduct of their predecessors 
from now bringing this action, 

I will deal with these points in their order. The first is that the 5th Article 
of the Land Regulations of 1854 is invalid by reason of the British Minister having 
no power vested in him by the Order in Council of 1853, to sanction such a pro- 
vision as that Article contains. I think it is much too late now to raise this 
question, These Regulations were expressly upheld by this Court in the cases of 
Keswick and others x, Wills, decided as far back as 1865, and Municipal Council v, 
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Gibb, Livingston & Co,, decided in 1869. It is quite true that this particular 
Regulation was not in question in these cases, but the judgments proceeded upon 
the ground of the validity of the Regulations as a whole. In Municipal Council v, 
Gibb, Livingston & Co., Sir Edmund Hornby treated that matter as conclusively 
settled; he said: “It is unnecessary to enter into the question of the validity of 
“the Land Regulations since that point has been already decided in the case of 
* Keswick v. Wills.” Even if I differed from my predecessors, I should consider 
myself bound by cases decided by him so long ago and not appealed against; but 
were the point new, I should certainly be disposed to hold that where the Minister 
or Chief Superintendent of Trade in China is vested with legislative power, there 
is no matter in respect of which he could more properly exercise it than in con- | 
firming agreements come to by land renters in regard to land set apart for the 
residence of British subjects in Shanghai under a convention specially relating to 
such land made between the British Consul and the local Chinese authorities, 
Moreover, if I were free to re-open the question, I should not be inclined to do so 
at the instance of or on behalf of an owner of property who having purchased the 
property with full knowledge that the Land Regulations in question profess to 
affix certain restrictions upon the rights of riparian proprietors, now asks the 
Court upon a bare technicality to hold that neither he nor his property are bound 
by those Regulations, 


It was next argued by Counsel for the Defendant that the Regulations of 1854 
did not apply to the land in question,—first, because the whole lot was outside the 
boundaries to which the Regulations extended; and, in the next place, even if it 
were within the boundaries because the term “ beach ground” in the Regulations 
did not necessarily include the particular portion in dispute. In regard to the 
first point, I have come to the conclusion that the boundaries given in Article I, 
of the Regulations were intended to include the land up to the Soochow Creek, 
and Iam fortified in this conclusion by the facts that the British Consulate site 
mentioned in the article clearly abutted at that time on the Soochow Creek, and 
that Plaintiffs and Defendant alike have always assumed that the locus in quo was 
within the limits. As to the second branch of the contention, it appears to me 
impossible that it can be successfully argued on the Defendant's behalf that the 
term “beach ground” does not cover the portion in dispute. Article V. speaks 
of the “beach ground of the rivers within the aforesaid limits,” and it would seem 
clear that the rivers in question must have been the Whangpoo River and that 
which is now known as the Soochow Creek. The Defendant himself in his letter 
of 21st March 1872 appears to consider the terms “foreshore” and “beach ground” 
as equally applicable to the land in question, #nd Mr. Harv ood, his solicitor and 
agent, writing to him on the 10th October 1872, says: “I am in treaty with the 
Engineer of the Municipal Council to let them a part of your beach ground on the 
Soochow Creck;” and, again on the 21st November 1872, “ Enclosed I send you 
copy of an offer I have received from the Municipal Council Engineer for your 
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beach ground.” In my opinion much time might have been saved and much 
profitless discussion avoided, had these letters been sooner produced and read at 
the hearing. 

The third contention of the Defendant's Counsel is that Plaintiffs’ predecessors 
not having called upon and, if need be, compelled Defendant when he acquired 
the land, to surrender his rights over the beach ground in favour of the public, 
the Plaintiffs are now barred by the Statute of Limitations from doing so. The 
answer to this argument is that Article V. provides that “as new lots are acquired, 
such parts thereof as are beach ground shall be held under and subject to similar 
uses,” that is to say, “to public use,” and although it is subsequently stated that 
the renter shall “ surrender the beach ground aforesaid,” it would thus appear that 
even without any formal act of surrender, the restrictions as to the right of the 
riparian owner would attach at the time of purchase, 


The fourth and last argument for the Defendant is that of estoppel. His 
Counsel here relies mainly upon the letters of the Municipal Secretary of the 12th 
June 1872 and of the Municipal Engineer of the 12th November 1872, as well as 
upon the action of the Council of 1880 in submitting to a judgment against them- 
selves or their employés when sued in this Court by the Defendant for interfering 
with his fencing, and in subsequently allowing him without objection to bund the 
property at very considerable expense. Holding, as I do, that the Defendant did 
not by the purchase of the lot in 1848 acquire the right of building on its beach 
ground, I cannot see how the offer of the Engineer (made under the circumstances 
and in the guarded terms in which it was made) to lease the beach ground for 
non-building purposes, can be held to estop the Plaintiffs from now denying the 
Defendant's right to build. Nor can the Secretary's letter of the 12th June 1872 
create any estoppel; its terms are explained by the fact that it was written after 
the passing of the Land Regulations of 1869, the 6th Article of which contemplates 
an occupation and profitable user of the foreshores by the riparian owners with the 
consent of a majority of land renters. On the other hand, the conduct of the 
Council in and subsequent to 1880 was certainly calculated to induce a belief on 
the defendant’s part that he would be allowed practically to occupy and utilize the 
Jand in question for his own benefit, Whilst I do not hold that this amounted to 
a waiver of Plaintiffs’ rights or bor them from obtaining the relief they seek, I 
think that equity requires it to be a condition of the relief being granted that the 
Plaintiffs should repay to the Defendant the amount it has been shewn he expended 
upon his bunding operations, viz., Ts. 2,892. The Judgment of the Court will 
therefore be that on the Plaintiffs repayiiug to the Defendant the sum of Tis. 2,!2 
with interest at eight per cent, the injunction prayed for will issue, Hach party 
will bear his own costs. 


The defendant at once gave notice of his intention to apply for leave 
to appeal against this judgment. and on his depositing THs. 1,850 as 
security for prosecuting the appeal, and costs, the necessary order for 
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leave to appeal home was granted; at the same time the Council in- 
structed their legal adviser to take the necessary steps for carrying on the 
case at home on their behalf. 

In order to stop the interest at 8 per cent. payable under the above 
decree upon the Tis. 2,892 expended by Mr. Ince in filling-in and 
bunding this foreshore, the Council paid into Court the sum of 
Tis. 3,094.10, being the above Tls. 2,892 with interest to date from 
15th January 1883, which sum has been placed in the Hongkong Bank 
on fixed deposit, bearing interest at 5 per cent. 


Survey or Honexew. 


From the annexed correspondence it will be seen that in November 
last Mr. Dowpaxt, being doubtful whether he would be able to com- 
plete the survey of Hongkew within the stipulated period of two years, 
applied to the Council for an extension of time, and that they granted 
him an additional period of six months from the 10th April 1886.

I should be much obliged if the Municipal Council would grant me an 
extension of the time for completing this survey, of say six months, as I am 
doubtful as to whether I can get the whole of the work done by the stipulated time, 
viz., the 10th of April next, 

The grounds for my application are :— 


1.—The great amount of work which has been required in surveying the 
country portion beyond that which I estimated. 

2,—The unusual amount of bad weather during the spring of this year, From 
15th March to 19th April there was only one fine working day ; during May 
it rained on 12 working days, during June on 16, and during July on 10 
working days. 

3.—The amount of other work I have had to do (including two important 
buildings) and which I could not afford to refuse, 

The work is nevertheless well forward, 
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* Of the 50 sheets which I estimate will be required, 30 are in progress or 
complete (except coloring), nearly all this work is reduced to the small scale, and 
the duplicate plans to both scales are in hand. Nearly all the country and the 
greater part of the roads, passages and alleys of the town portion are surveyed, 
plotted, inked in, reduced to the small scale, and copied for the duplicate plan; a 
considerable proportion of the remainder is surveyed.

Mr. Dowpatt has now completed 39 sheets of the plotting to the 
50-feet scale, which includes the whole of the area to the eastward of 
Woosung road, and all the roads, alleys, footpaths, creeks, ponds, &e., 
&c., have been surveyed, plotted and in great part inked in. 

The second copies of these sheets are in pencil, and nearly the 
whole is reduced to the 200-feet scale. 

The remaining portion to the westward of the Woosung road is all 
surveyed and ready for plotting, except a small part, east of the Chekiang 
road, and extending north of the Soochow creek. 
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Suancuat Execrric Company. 


On the 20th December 1884 Mr. W. S. Wermorz, as Chairman 
of the Shanghai Electric Company, addressed the Council for that year, 
proposing that they should either take over the plant of the Company, 
and work it for the public benefit, or give the Company an assurance of 
continued support for the future. 


Before replying to this letter the Council applied to their electrician 
for an estimate of the value of the Company’s plant, and how much it 
would cost to put it into thorough working order. 


The following is the reply received :— 


Shanghai, 14th January 1885, 


DEAR S1R,—In reply to your letter of the 28rd ult., No, 84/557, I beg to state 
my opinion that, as far as the Council is concerned, the value of the Shanghai 
Electric Company’s plant is directly proportionate to the desire the Council has to 
acquire it; but presuming such a desire to exist, I roughly estimate its value at 
Tis, 20,000 to 25,000. 

To put it in thorough working order would require from Tls, 12,000 to 15,000, 

T estimate the thorough working expenses at Tls, (1,400) fourteen hundred 
per month, but I may remark that the difference in the staff required for 60 and 
120 lights is but small, 

The above estimate does not include depreciation or wéar and tear of the 
plant, which must necessarily be a heavy item,

51p,—I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 20th December, suggest- 
ing that the Council should take over the plant of the Electric Company and 
work it for the public benefit, or give the Company an assurance of its continued 
support in the future, by recommending to the ratepayers that a new contract 
should be made with it on the present basis for a term of years, 

Your letter has been carefully considered by the Council, who in reply 
request me to say that they are not prepared to recommend to the ratepayers the 
acquisition of the property of the Electric Company, or that a new contract 
should be made with it for a term of years,

The Council then asked their electrician to inform them whether 
the plant of the Electric Company was sufficient to light the whole 
Settlement, and if not, what sum would require to be expended in 
purchasing additional plant, and what would be the cost of lighting the 
whole of the Settlement by electricity. 

Annexed are the replies received. 


Shanghai, 31st January 1885, 


Srr,—I have to acknowledge receipt of your favor of the 20th ultimo, 
No, 84/17, asking me if the whole Settlement can be lighted by the present plant 
of the Shanghai Electric Company, and, if so, whether the sum of Tls, 12,000 to 
15,000 would be sufficient to put it in thorough working order for this purpose, or 
whether a larger sum would be required to be expended on it. 

In reply, I beg to inform you that the whole Settlement cannot be lighted by 
the present plant of the Company, it being barely sufficient for the work it is now 
doing, and that the ‘Tls, 12,000 to 15,000 named would be required to put it in 
thorough working order for its reliable continuance. 
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Assisted by the information I gained from the most reliable authorities when 
at home last year and the experience gained from observation of the Electric Light 
Company's work here, I have carefully gone into the question of lighting the 
whole Settlement and arrive at the following estimate, 

One hundred and sixty lamps will be required to light the whole of the two 
Settlements ; one half of which I propose to be of 1,000 standard candle power 
and the other half to be of 600 S.C.P., the former for streets in which there is 
much carriage traffic, and the latter for Chinese streets only. 

I may here remark that, speaking generally, the lamp has little or nothing to 
do with the amount of light. 

It is the current, which, through the heat generated in the carbons, produces 
the light, the function of the lamps being simply to regulate them as to distance 
apart and feed them as they are consumed. 

But the term as applied to the lamp has been so generally used that I adopt 
it for convenience sake only, 

I wish it however to be distinctly understood that the candle power quoted is 
not the advertised nominal power of the lamp, nor the amount of light it gives 
under specially favorable circumstances in the laboratory, but the bona-fide light 
thrown into the street. 

The lamps would be provided with the correctly shaped reflectors to suit 
the position and locality of each one, and where required, would be provided 
with bull's eyé lenses, so as to utilise economically a great deal of light which in 
the present lamps is extravagantly dispersed and wasted, 

The estimate also provides for heavy No. 6 wire throughout, instead of the 
present No. 8 wire, whereby an economy in the power absorbed by the lines will be 
effected in the proportion of 41 to 27. 

Spare dynamos, engines and boilers are all likewise provided for, so that in 
ease a dynamo should break down the cessation would not cause more than five 
or six seconds of darkness ; but with the low duty required from the dynamos, a 
breakdown would be highly improbable. 

As to the depreciation of the S. EB. Co,’s plant, I am of opinion that fifteen 
per cent, or even twenty, would be none too high for the dynamos and lamps, less 
of course being required for the engine and boiler, 

If the Council deem it necessary, the circuits could be arranged so that at 
any desired hour, say from midnight, only one balf, or rather every alternate lamp, 
might be kept burning, which would much decrease the expenditure for earbon 
and coal, I estimate the saving on this account to amount to Tis. 3,000 per 
annum, 

The outlay required to light up the whole Settlement, including a four 
months’ supply of carbons, supposing the plant of the Electric Company to be 
utilised, would be Tls. 39,170 and the annual working expenses, keeping all the 
lights burning all night long, would amount to Tis, 22,550, 
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I have in no way tried to make the amounts low; on the contrary, the 
estimates allow full and liberal amounts for every item, and they are more likely 
to be in excess than to be insufficient. 

For these sums the Council would be in possession of a plant which would at 
all times give them a steady and reliable light, possessing all the well known and 
incontestable advantages of the electric light, without any of the drawbacks pre- 
sent in that of the Shanghai Electric Company. 

- More than this, | am confident that every year will bring forth such improve- 
ments in this method of lighting, that it will not be long before it will be within 
the reach of even the poorest towns and villages.

In November 1884 a Committee was appointed, consisting of 
Messrs. Cory, Haske, and Naruay, to inquire into the question of 
the Native Water Supply, and report to the Council; and at the annual © 
meeting of ratepayers on 13th February, the following resolution was 
proposed by Mr. A. McLxop, seconded by Mr. F. H. Brun, and 
carried unanimously. 

“That in the opinion of this meeting it is desirable that the Council 
be empowered to enter into negotiations with the Shanghai Waterworks 
Co., Limited, with a view of securing a supply of pure water to the 
native population of the Northern Settlements, provided such can 
be arranged without entailing any pecuniary responsibility on the 
ratepayers.” 

At the meeting of Council on 16th February last, it was decided 
to authorize the Committee to put themselves in communication with 
the Directors of the Shanghai Waterworks Co., in order to get their 
views on the above resolution, and Mr. Cory having resigned, Messrs. 
Keswick and Heyyinosen agreed to join Messrs, Haskent and 
Naruan in order to form a new Committee. 

A meeting took place on 5th March between the above Committee, 
as representatives of the Council, and the members of the Waterworks 
Co’s Committee, when the various schemes for providing the native 
residents with a supply of pure water were discussed, and the following 
letter was soon afterwards addressed to the Council by the Secretaries of 
the Waterworks Company. 


Shanghai, 26th March 1885. 


S1R,—We have the honour to, address you upon the subject discussed at the 
meeting which took place on the Sth inst., between yourself and colleagues on the 
part of the Municipal Council, and the Members of the Shanghai Committee of 
this Company, 

The object of this meeting was to devise some plan by which the co-operation 
of the Municipal Council could be secured to give effect to the recommendations of 
the Health Officer, as conveyed to the Council in his letter of 3rd September 1884, 
and also to the resolution passed unanimously by the ratepayers at their annual 
meeting, held on the 13th February. 
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In our opinion, the most effective schema would undoubtedly be the levying of 
a water-rate on native houses, but we understand that, for the present at all events, 
the Municipal Council sees difficulties in the way of imposing same. As, however, 
the Council has certain reversionary interests in the Company, we trust it will, at 
an early date, be able to give this question its attention. 

The water-rate scheme not being feasible for the present, we beg to submit for 
your consideration the following experimental one, which seemed to commend 
itself to the approval of the Sub-Committee at the meeting, and shall be obliged 
if you will bring same, as early as possible, to the notice of the Municipal Council, 

First: That, a servant of the Company be permitted to accompany the 
Municipal tax-collector in his rounds in order to make enquiry from house to 
house as to the water required, the prices now being charged, and the discovery of 
any grievances touching the present water supply. 

Second: That the Company be permitted to distribute Notices under the 
Municipal Council seal, pointing out the advantages generally of their water supply 
and the method of its distribution, and stating : 

“That intending consumers could contract directly with the Company or with — 
the Municipal Council through their tax-collector.” 

“That their contract would be subject to no additional squeeze.” 

“That the rate would be collected by the Council at the same time as the 
ordinary taxes, the tax-collector being represented as the only person authorised to 
collect the contract money.” 

Third : That the Municipal Council undertakes on behalf of the Company the 
collection of the water-revenue from native consumers through its tax-collectors. 

The co-operation of the Council through its officers would, we conceive, not 
only aid in promoting the use of the Company's water, but would familiarise the 
native mind with the idea of that public supply that the ratepayers, at their last 
meeting, approved. 

The idea of the Company is to start in the above plan with some chosen 
section of the Settlement, or with a limited number of blocks of houses, If it 


answers well, it will not take long or be difficult to extend it, 


To obtain the services of the Council's officers in the way proposed will, of 
course, impose extra work and entail extra expense, which the Company will be 
quite prepared to make good to the Council,

Proposed storage of kerosene oil on the property known as the “Old Ningpo 
Wharf.” 


Having inspected the above property I have to report as follows :— 


The compound is about the same level as the Broadway ; the river frontage 
being raised 15 inches above the northern portion. 


A block of four godowns which might be suitable for the purpose of storing 
kerosine oil are situated on the extreme eastern portion of ground, are built of 
brick with wood beams and tiled roofs; the floors are of brick, and raised about 
one foot above surrounding ground level; at the northern end they are about two 
hundred feet from the Broadway Road, and twenty feet from a block of servants’ 
quarters and dwellings within the compound ; on the south, one hundred feet from 
a corrugated iron shed ; on the east, ten feet from the boundary wall; and on the 
west, 17 feet from an open godown or shed with mat screens; stacks of coal, ete., 
are placed on the west and south sides at short distances, 

A surface gutter of brick surrounds the buildings and connects with a main 
drain running into the river. 

The shed at south of these godowns is built entirely of iron, with brick found- 
ation walls. The godown at west is of brick pillars with open bays. Another set 
of godowns of brick are situated further to the west, and to the north of these are 
old godowns built semi-Chinese style. 


A new and extensive godown raised several feet above ground level, and hay- 
ing a timber flooring, is close to the entrance from Kung Ping Road, 

If kerosine oil is to be stored at this wharf, the godowns used for the purpose 
should be at some distance from other buildings, such as servants’ quarters or 
dwellings, and no coal or other inflammable material should be in the immediate 
neighbourhood, Care should be taken that the trenches surrounding building are 
deep, and that the outlet of same to drain can be cut off. The foundation walls 
should be strong and solidly built, the floor low, and all openings in walls higher 
than inside level. 

If these precautions are taken, there may be no danger in storing kerosine oil 
on the property known as the “Old Ningpo Wharf,” and situated within the 
Settlement,

for permission to store kerosine oil and other inflammable goods on the premises 
known as the Old Ningpo Wharf. I beg to point out that the storage of kerosine 
on these premises will constitute a grave danger to this Company's Lower Wharf, 
Hongkew, which immediately adjoins the Old Ningpo Wharf; and in view of the 
greater risk from fire to the buildings and goods stored in them at our Lower 
Wharf if the adjoining premises are licensed for storage of inflammable materials, 
I beg that, before granting any permission such as is referred to above, ‘you will 
allow this Company an opportunity of stating its objections to such a course,

Srr,—I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 15th instant asking 
me to state with as little delay as possible, this Company's objections to the pro- 
posed licensing of the Old Ningpo Wharf for the storage of kerosine oil; and I 
hasten to lay before you the points in respect of which the Company’s Lower 
Wharf, Hongkew, will suffer loss, 


The godowns in which it is for the present proposed to store the oil, are at a 
distance of about 500 feet only from the nearest buildings on the Company's wharf; 
and convenient steps for the spread of fire are provided by intervening buildings, 
which, as other cargo would be driven away by the close proximity to so dangerous 
a material, may also eventually be used for the storage of oil, 


Taking however for the purpose of this present letter only the four godowns 
referred to in your surveyor's report of the 5th, which appeared in the W.-C. Daily 
News of the 15th instant, I would point out that fire spreading from the oil go- 
downs may reach the Company’s buildings in any one of three ways :— 


1°,—River-borne—This danger seems to need no demonstration; the burning 
cil carried up by a flood tide toa distance considerably less than one furlong, 
would undoubtedly set fire not only to any ships which might be moored to the 
wharf, but to the wooden pontoons and the wooden bunding as well, and thence 
could easily spread to the adjacent buildings and their contents. 


2°.—Wind-borne—Experience has shown that burning fragments of conside- 
rable size are frequently carried from a burning building to others at some distance, 
and should these fragments be impregnated with oil or its fumes, the danger is 
undoubtedly much increased. 


3°,—Drain-borne—This constitutes a serious element of danger, the more so 
that fire is thus carried secretly and bursts from unsuspected points, and it may be 
considered inevitable shoud a fire occur at the time of a high tide. As high tides 
are often accompanied by high wind, this is a most likely time for a fire to occur, 


In connection with a'l three of the above points, it may be noted that a fire 
among kerosine oil spreads with fearful rapidity, causing an excessive loss of both 
life and p:operty which under ordinary circumstances would not be endangered ; 
and that, from this rapidity of extension. precautions to be adopted after the out- 
break of a fire must be considered utter.y useless, It should also be noted that 
water is not only a most inefficient means of extinguishing a fire among oil, but 
even aids its extension by affording a vehicle for the burning oil. 

‘The Company’s Lower Wharf will be adversely affected by a neighbouring oil 
store in four ways :— 

1.—Company’s steamers: as the Company carries its own insurance on its 
steamers, it must decide that it is too dangerous to send the vessels too close to 
such a risk, and therefore will be practically debarred from the use of its own 
wharf. 
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2.—Outside steamers: ship owners, either of their own accord or incited thereto 
by action of the insurance companies, will probably object to send their vessels to 
a wharf in such close proximity to an oil store. 

3,—Storage cargo: the Company recently went to great expense in putting the 
godowns at its Lower Wharf in a condition to receive and store piece goods 
and other cargo of a valuable nature, and is now prepared to receive such cargo, 
The heavy expense thus incurred will be absolutely thrown away, and the whole 
property much depreciated, if increased fire insurance rates on goods stored at the 
wharf should constitute a differential tax sufficient to drive such storage away, 

4.—Buildings: the Company is threatened with heavier insurance rate on its 
Lower Wharf buildings, if permission is granted to store kerosine oil on the 
adjoining premises. 

I trust that the Council will take the above points into full consideration, and 
will avoid inflicting so serious a loss on this Company as would be caused by grant- 
ing a permission which is not shown to be of public utility ; and I beg now to enter 
& protest against action which, not being for the public good, is so inimical to the 
Company's interest; and I reserve to myself the right to safeguard the interest of 
the Company by taking such action as I may be advised. 

. Finally, as the matter is of some importance, and, so far as my information 
goes, the danger is pressing, I must request you to be good enough to give this 
Company say three days clear notice before taking final action in the matter,

Srr,—We the undersigned Chinese residents and ratepayers within the Settle- 
ments North of the Yang-king-pang respectfully desire to lay before your honour- 
able Council the following statement in the hope that the Municipal Council may 
be able to discover some means of removing the invidious distinction now made 
between Chinese and foreigners in the use of the Public Garden. 


It is scarcely necessary to remind the Council of the circumstances connected 
with the original grant of the land for purposes of public recreation, or of the fact 
that, represented by the amount of direct taxation, the Chinese ratepayers contri- 
bute largely towards the support of the Municipal government of the Settlements, 
On our own part we are well aware that the prohibition against Chinese entering 
the Public Garden has mainly arisen from the fear that the small area of the 
ground rendered it necessary for the comfort of the frequenters themselves that 
some limit should be placed on the number of entrants, The practical justice of 
the resolution we are not disposed to call in question, but it must be évident to the 
Council itself that the exclusion on the mere test of race is untenable from grounds 
both of expediency and international courtesy. It certainly seems unreasonable 
that while our Japanese and Corean neighbours are permitted free ingress to the 
Public Recreation Ground, we ourselves from the accident of costume should be 
debarred a like privilege independent of our social condition and moral standing. 
The position becomes occasionally embarrassing when as hosts we receive distin- 
guished visitors from other provinces, and are compelled to inform them that they 
as well as ourselves, are interdicted from entering the public grounds of the 
Municipality. 

It is doubtless well known to the Council that the self-government of the 
Settlements is looked on with great interest by residents in even distant parts of 
the Empire, and that a visit to Shanghai is frequently prompted by a desire to 
witness the method and results of Municipal regulations, as well as to take part in 
the pleasures and amenities of the place. The exclusion of visitors even of high 
rank from places of public recreation at once appears as a plot on a system in other 
respects admirable. We would likewise remind the Council that the influential 
Chinese residents on the spot have always been found loyal supporters of the 
administration, and that without their co-operation it would frequently have been 
found difficult to introduce needful reforms. The Chinese residents on the other 
hand have no complaint to make of the general run of impartiality, and are aware 
that the general administration has been conducted with all due regard to their 
interests, and that Municipal taxation” has been fairly divided. They therefore 
deprecate any attempt to embarrass the efficient working of the system, while 
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desirous that in the particular instance an invidious distinction should be with- 
drawn, For the reasons stated, they do not urge the unconditional opening of the 
Public Garden, while submitting the possibility of admitting the more respectable 
classes of Chinese residents as well as native visitors to the grounds under Muni- 
cipal control, 

We would therefore submit the following suggestions for the consideration of 
the Council in the confidence that they will meet with just consideration, and that 
some mutually satisfactory arrangement may be arrived at. 

First; that all bond fide, native visitors may be permitted to visit the Gardens 
on exhibition of passes which may be granted either by the Council or on the in- 
troduction of some well known resident, native or foreign, or by a Committee of 
respectable native residents. 

Secondly; that two or three days in each week (Saturday and Sundays) be set 
apart for the admission of natives of known respectability, recommendations being 
given as before. 

Thirdly ; in view of the small area of the present garden, it is submitted that 
the grass plots in front of the Bund, at present screened off by posts and chains, 
be laid out as adjuncts to the present garden, and be open to the community 
generally. We would point out that in respect of this last proposal every resident 
in the Settlements, foreign as well as native, would be benefited, and that were 
the Public Band permitted occasionally to play on the spots in question, much of 
the present feeling of injustice would be removed, 

In conclusion, we might point out that the property within the Race Course 
belonging to the so-called “Recreation Fund” is at present unutilized, and that 
were the interior drained and levelled and laid out with low shrubs so as not to 
obstruct the view of the Races, a place of public recreation sufficiently large to 
accommodate the entire community might be obtained,

DEAR Sin,—We have much satisfaction in tendering to the Municipal Council 
our report of the Eurasian School for the year 1885. 

Through the assistance of the liberal grant from the Council, we have been 
enabled to carry on the School with increased efficiency, and we close the accounts 
for the year with a balance in hand. 

The numbers on the roll of the School are as follows :—Five boarders (boys) 
and twenty-nine day scholars, consisting of 19 boys and 10 girls. Of these 7 are 
free, on the recommendation of Captain McEven, and the others pay from one to 
four dollars per month. 

The health of the children has been good, and their progress in their studies 
satisfactory. Partly through the importation of a number of more suitable school 
books, making systematic instruction more easy, but largely also through the 
trained skill in teaching brought to bear on the School routine by Mrs, LANNING 
and Miss MELLOR, the system of instruction has been greatly improved, and both 
‘on account of the good order and intelligence of the scholars, we have felt great 
pleasure in our periodical visits to the school, 
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My colleague as acting Trustee, the Rev, F. R. SmiTH, has given with great 
care and regularity weekly lessons in drawing and scripture; and I have attended 
as often as time would allow to give lessons in reading. 

We would draw attention to the fact that there is room in the school buildings 
for several more boarders (boys). 

We earnestly trust that the Council will see their way to renew for 1886 their 
grant of $100 per month. Without such a grant it will be impossible to maintain 
the present high standard of efficiency in the school management; and we would 
observe in conclusion that the balance of $226.57 in no sense implies a superfluity 
of funds available for the annual support of the institution; for in the first place a 
large portion of the balance is to be accounted for by ay unexpected donation of 
$135.85 which cannot be looked upon as of a recurring nature, and in the second 
place the whole of the balance in hand will, we fear, be completely swallowed up by 
repairs on the school buildings which cannot long be delayed.

MOoNSI£UR LE PRESIDENT,—En venant réclamer l’appui de votre bienveil- 
lance en faveur de notre orphelinat, permettez-moi de ivous exposer ses besoins 
et les difficultés dans lesquelles nous met la suppression de V’allocation que la 
Municipalité Anglaise nous avait accordée pendant 3 ans. Les fonds destinés & 
entretenir cet établissement n’ont été représentés jusqu’ici que par les allocations 
des Municipalités Anglaise et Frangaise, et une séance musicale donnée chaque 
année par les éléves de 1I'Institution. Les circonstances amenées par la guerre, 
l'année dernidre, nous ayant empéchées d’obtenir ce secours, nous avons eu recours 
4 un bazar pour contrebalancer des déficits inattendus. Je sais qu’il n'est pas rare 
d'entendre des personnes affirmer que “Les Soeurs sont riches,” mais ce langage 
provient de l’ignorance od l'on est de notre vraie situation, et de la supposition 
gratuite que nous sommes aidées par des mains qui, en matiére de finances, n’ont 
absolument rien 4 déméler avec notre établissement. Je m’explique ¢ Le batiment 
de l’orphelinat a été payé par des souscriptions et des auménes recuillies 4 Shanghai; 
le batiment de le Communauté a été en partie construit par les dons de la famille 
d'une de nos Soeurs. Quant aux autres biitiments, ils reposent sur des emprunts, 
faits & des familles Chinoises, avec facilité de les rembourser petit A petit. 
Lorganisation de notre Société étant que chaque Maison se suffise dans la localité 
od elle se trouve, nous ne recevons aucun reyenu d’Europe, et nous n’avons 
d’autres ressources pour vivre que ce qui nous revient de notre école payante; 
mais celle-ci est loin de pouvoir couvrir les frais d'un personnel d’environ de 
200 personnes dont se compose l'ensemble de nos établissement, 
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Est il maintenant nécessaire de parler du but et de l’opportunité de cet 
orphelinat, seul établissement de cé genre a Shanghai et dans les ports environ- 
nants. En 1884 je demandais du secours pour 64 enfants; aujourd’hui nous en 
comptons 79 depuis le bereean gusqu'd Vage d’étre établies. Que deviendraient, 
hélas! Ia plupart de ces pauvres destituées si l'éducation qu’elles regoivent ici ne 
les préservait pour toujours dangers de l'immoralité, sans distinction de nationalité 
ni de religion. 

Tous les travaux de ménage auxquels une femme peut avoir 4 s’employer leur 
sont enseignés: buanderie, repasserie, cuisine, détails de ménage (car pas une 
domestique n'est employée prés d’elles), travaux de lingerie, broderies, et con- 
fection de vétements, étude de l’Anglais et du Frangaise. 

Parvenues a l’fge de quitter la Maison on pourvoit a leur établissement, et 
c'est ainsi que nous comptons dejd plusieurs de nos anciennes éléves parmi les 
jeunes ménages de cette localité. 

Tout en cherchant & maintenir nos jeunes filles dans l'amour du travail et des 
gotits simples, le systéme d’éducation pratique que nous avons cru devoir adopter 
pour sauvegarder la santé des enfants contre des dangers auxquels expose une 
grande agglomération, exige de frais particuliers, tels que le blanchissage chaque 
année A la chaux de toute la maison, un établissement de bains, ete. De plus les 
exigences du climatyet la faiblesse générale des tempéraments, nous obligent & 
leur donner une nourriture plus substantielle que celle qui se donne dans les 
orphelinats, la santé et la force de ses enfants étant leur seule fortune.

On the 12th 
December Mr. W. C. Ward, who has filled the post of Chairman since 
the constitution of the present Band, resigned his connexion with the 
Board in consequence of his intended departure from Shanghai.

Aacrerements: BanpMAsTER AND BANDSMEN. 


As pointed out in last report, the agreements with the musicians 
expired on September 30th, 1884, and were not at the time renewed, in 
order to take the sense of the community at the following Ratepayers’ 
Meeting as to whether it was desired to continue the Band as a 
Municipal institution or not. This having been amply demonstrated in 
the affirmative by an almost unanimous vote, the Committee proceeded 
to put maiters in train, and succeeded, on the $lst March, in renewing 
the agreements of all the bandsmen but one until the 30th of September 
1887, and on slightly more favorable terms. 

Mr. Vela’s agreement, which expired on the 15th May, has also 
been renewed to 30th September 1887. 
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Appropriations By THE Two Covnctts, 


For 1885 these were respectively Tls. 6,000 and Tls. 1,000 for the 
Councils of this and the neighbouring Settlement, the Committee’s 
efforts at close of last year to induce the French Council to increase 
their grant not having met with success. From the following corres- 
pondence, however, it will be seen that the Committee renewed their 
efforts a short time since, and that the present Executive of the French 
Concession have kindly consented to increase their annual contribution 
to Tls. 1,500, and have included this sum in their Budget for 1886.

Srr,—I am directed by the Committee of the Public Band to ask the favorable 
consideration of your Council to their request for a grant of Tls. 1,500 towards the 
expenses of the Public Band for 1886, in place of the Tls.

Mr. Hegrat. 

The Committee have again much pleasure in testifying to the 
uniform good conduct of the Manila bandsmen. 

The Band is to-day composed of 1 Bandmaster and 27 Bandsmen.

As usual, a Fire Record, giving a list of the fires which occurred — 
during the year, is appended further on. By far the most destructive,— 
as well as the largest, fire, occurred on the night of the 380th December, 
in the French Concession, near the East-gate Poli¢e Station, a locality 
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that is memorable for the great fire that raged there on August 15th, 
1879, when 991 houses were consumed before the flames could be sub- 
dued. The Fire Brigade were promptly on the scene and worked with 
their usual energy to overcome the flames, their efforts being well 
seconded by a detachment of sailors from the French Corvette “ Roland,” 
Equally on this as on the former occasion, it was low-tide in the river, 
and water was only obtainable from the hydrants, without whose pre- 
sence on this occasion we should very probably have had to record the 
destruction of a much larger area of property than was actually the case. 
As it was some 250 houses were completely demolished and many more 
injured.

The thanks of the community are generally due to the officers and 
men of the various men-of-war in port for their valuable co-operation at 
fires. The Police, as usual, have also rendered useful and valuable 
assistance. 2 re

Tue Council for 1885 have now the pleasure of submitting to the 
Ratepayers their estimates of the Municipal Income and Expenditure 
for 1886. 

The Budget for 1885, as altered by the Ratepayers at the Annual 
meeting, and amended at the special meeting on 2nd April, estimated 
the Income for the year, inclusive of Tis. 30,000 to be raised by the 
issue of debentures, at ... aed ie Ree «Tis, 331,560.00 
and the Expenditure recommended was ... ae ee 5, 846,924.00 


leaving an apparent deficit of ... ase ose «Ts. 15,364.00 


but the actual deficit on 31st Dec. 1885 was only , Tls. 4,215.00 
the receipts from dues for goods having proved much larger than was 
anticipated. 

As this deficit must be paid out of the income for 1886, the Council 
recommend that the "Tls. 12,000, which were voted in 1888 in the 
Widening of the Kiukiang Road to 30 feet between the Fuhkien and 
Hoopeh Roads, and which have since been retained as an outstanding 
liability, should now be transferred to the general account and made 
available for current Expenditure, there being no present prospect of 
‘being able to acquire the strip of land required for this purpose. 
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The Council also recommend that Tls. 15,000 should be withdrawn 
from the Sinking Fund in order to pay off the outstanding balance of 
the Loan of 1875. 


In the budget now prepared the income for 1886 is 
estimated at a ae rh ip egress nar ++ Ts.

In estimating the Municipal Income for 1886 the Council have not 
made allowance for any increase over last year in the amounts to be 
received from Land Tax, Foreign and Native House Tax and License 
Fees, but as the Natives who left the Settlement during the hostilities 
between France and China are now returning, it is probable that the 
Native House Tax and Licenses will produce more than the estimates, 


The amount received for dues on goods last year, for the 10 months 
from 1st March to 31st December, was about Tls. 37,000 or Tis. 3,700 
per month, but the Coungil do not consider it prudent to estimate the 
receipts for 1886 at more than Tls. 3,000 per month, or Tis. 36,000 for 
the year. 


The Expenditure reeommended, exclusive of the Tls. 20,000 appro- 
priated to the payment of debentures, and the deficit on 31st December, 
_ is considerably in excess of that of last year, as it is absolutely necessary 
to provide a large amount for public works, mothing almost having been 
done during last year except ordinary repairs, owing to the budget — 
appropriation for the Works Department having been reduced to the 
lowest possible point. 


The Police Estimates are apparently less than last year, which is 
accounted for by the fact that the previous provision of Tls. 5,000 for 
the Pension Fund is omitted, as the Council purpose bringing forward a 
resolution at the ratepayers meeting authorizing them to abandon the 
scheme of a Pension Fund, the Members of the Police Force to receive 
an equivalent in deferred additional pay which will be made available 
to them at the end of their agreement. 
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The usual appropriations have been made for the Sanitary, Nuisance 
and Fire Departments, for the Town Band, Volunteers and Water 
Supply, and for continuing the lighting of the Settlement by Gas and 
Electricity as at present. 


The appropriation made for Public Works is very much larger than 
that of last year, as it has been found necessary to provide for a com- 
paratively large expenditure upon Drainage, Bundings and Road 
Material. 

The Council do not propose that any increase should be made in the 
present scale of Rates, Taxes and License Fees, and they recommend _ 
that the tariff of dues leviable upon merchandize imported or exported 
at the port of Shanghai, which came into effect on the 1st March 1885, 
and the rules appended thereto, be in force until the next annual meeting. 

They also recommend that the License Fee for Tea-shops should 
continue to be charged at the rate of 10 cents for each table, in accor- 
dance with the arrangement made in March last by the Board of Consuls 
and the Native authorities, and that shops not having more than two 
tables should be exempted. 

They further recommend that a fee of five mace¥per fong should be 
charged for permits to erect calico sun-shades, and that the usual fee of 
Tis. 2 per fong continue to be charged for mat-shades. 

The Council recommend that the following Rates and Taxes be 
levied :— ° 

On Land, 4/10ths of 1 per cent per annum on assessed values. 

On Houses occupied by Foreigners, 8 per cent per annum on the 

actual or assessed rental, 

On Houses oceupied by Natives, 10 per cent on the actual rental. 

License Fees.—That the present scale be maintained. 

They suggest that the Ratan authorize the incoming Council 
to collect as under:— 

Land Tax.—Half-yearly in advance, on and after the Ist days of 
January and July respectively. 

General Municipal Rate—Foreign,—Quarterly in advance, on and 
after the Ist days of January, April, July and October respectively. 
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General Municipal ~Rate—Native——Monthly or quarterly, as may 
appear advisable, in advance, on and after the Ist January. 


Dues on Merchandize.—Monthly. 


All such rates and dues being payable at the time specified, and to 
be paid within fourteen days of demand for payment. 


License Fees.—From every house of Public Entertainment, Billiard, 
or Bowling Saloon, or Shop, or Store for the sale of Wines, Beer, 
Spirits, Intoxicating Drugs, Butcher's Meat, Poultry or Game, Slaughter- 
House or Livery-Stable, Opium-Shop, Pawn-Shop, Tea-Shop, Native 
Water-Cart, Boat or Public Vehicle plying, let or used for hire within 
the limits of the Settlement, monthly or quarterly as may appear 
advisable—always in advance. — 


From every Music Hall, Theatre, Circus, or Dancing Saloon—
